BUTTER AND EGG BOARD BLAMED 


What organized women can do was illus- 
trated yesterday when it was announced that 
the government would investigate the cold 
storage ¢gg corner. The Clean Food club 
started its boycott on eggs two weeks ago. 
The women yesterday forced the Chicago 
butter and egg board te.beg for an audience. 
It was granted and the conference was cele- 
brated by an eggieasas luncheon. Even then 
the 1,500 fhir protestants did not know that 
their plea also had been heard by the Ser- 
ernment. 

Agents of the department of justice were 

instructed to begin an immediate investiga- 
tion of the whole matter of the egg supply. 
The previous investigation, which led to a 
formal charge against the Chicago butter 
and egg board for Violation of the anti-trust 
act, was concerned chiefly with the purely 
lecal aspects of the market. 


Seek Fountain of Prices. 

The new investigation is-golng much 
further. The agents are instructed, under 
Attorney General McReynolds’ order, to go 
through the producing territory, comprising 
IMinois, Iowa, Wisconsin, Indfana, and 
Michigan, and learn everything about prices 
and agreements the farmers have with job- 
bere and jobbers with the storage men. 
With that information at hand the investiga- 
tion will move into Chicago in an effort to see 
where it is that prices take the big jump. 
For the farmer says he does not receive sum- 

shouts he pays too 
much. 


he warehouse receipts will geome in Yor 


ment. wishes to know why the men who own 
_the millions of eggs in storage aré able to 
act in such extraordinary harmony to keep 
prices up. It is likely the egg inquiry will 
furnish material for other investigations into 
food prices the administration is known to 
be considering.

BARRED AT HEBREW INSTITUTE. 

The announcement that a tango teacher 
would guide the tango inclined dancers at 
the social dance at the Chicago Hebrew in- 
atitute tonight wae recalled yesterday. There 
will be no tangoing at the institute. 

The Sunday evening dance is given under 
the auspices of the West Side Woman's aux- 
iliaty of the Chicago Hebrew institute. The 
women, without consulting the officials of the 
institute, decided they would have to intro- 
duce the tango to retain their young people 
and keep them away from vicious dance 
halis. 

The announcement of the policy started 
Jacob M. Loeb, president. of the board of 
managers, at work denying ahy tangoing 
would be allowed. He called up the officers 
of the auxiliary and told them if a tango 
teacher had been hired she might be dis- 
missed. He expressed his intention of virit- 
ing the institute to see for himaelf there was 
no tangoing. 

“ The tango is a vicious dance,”’ he told 
the women. “It is not going to beallowed 
at the Institute any more than any of the 
other “close” or ‘clutth’ dances.

| Mexican Desperado Shoots 
Two Deputies of Posse at 
Bingham, Utah. 


SIX DEAD BY HIS AIM 


Bingthem, Utah, Nov. 29.—Ina battle under- 
ground, with only the flaeh of their rifies 
breaking the darkness, Ralph Lopes, Mexi- 
can gunman, added posaibly twe more names 
to his list of killed late today when he drove 
back a posse of deputy sheriffs in the Utah- 
Apex mine. 

Lopez, who started his career of crime on 
Nov. 21 by slaying the chief of police of Bing- 
ham, two deputies, end a fellow country Man, 
shouted from the depthe of his stronghold to- 
night that it would cost many more lives 
before they “ got him.”’ 

The men whom he shot today were Deputies 
Dougtas Hulsey and Tom Mandrich, whoata 
late hour ton/ght still lay where they fell. 


Taps of Distress Heard. 

The deputies before entering the Andy tum 
nel-of the mine this after arranged a 
signal of four taps om a pipe Ine in case of 
distress. Shortly after the shooting the sig- 
nal was heard coming from one of the falten 
deputies, Then it ceased and wag not re- 
peated. 

Arrangements wére made tonight to at- 
tempt te bring out the twe ina mine motor 
cary, and |t was expected that this would pre- 
cipitate another engagemem with Lopes. 

The shooting today resulted when a halt 
dozen deputies penetrated the Andy tunnel 
900 feet im order to light a smudge to stnoke 
the desperado out. As soomas Hulsey struck 
a match he was shot down by Lopez. Inthe 
exchange of shots that followed Mandrich 
fell, and them the other deputies retreated 


Physician Escapes Bullets. 

It was at frst reported that Dr. David 
Ray, who was superintending the mixing 
of chemicals for the smudge, had been shot 
also, but later he appeared at the mine's 
mouth, having crawled from beside the 
fallen deputies on his hands and knees. 

Deputy Sheriff Julian Sorenson, the only 
survivor of the four officers who started in 
pursuft of Lopez on Nov.°21, crept into the 
mine tonight to hunt dewn and engage the 
Mexican single handed.

As violence and disorder have increased in 
Mexico the Americans have been leaving. 
First to go as a rule were the women and 
children. They were sent out by the men 
who, uneasy because of some of the acts 
which have oceurred and of the continued 
talk among the Mexicans of ultimate at- 
sassination of the Americans, decided it was 
best to have them out of the country. 

As the disorder grew and many of the 
mines, smelters, and other big concerns shut 
down altogether or decreased their working 
forces many of the men had to return to the 
United States to hunt other employment. 

As time went on the contigued uncer- 
tainty as to the future and increasing difM- 
culty of transacting business of any kind 
embatrassed many Americans to such 45 
extent that they were obliged to leave. 

Wilson Order Hurried Exit. 

On top of all this came President Wi 
son's order for Americans to leave. This 
was interpreted in most cases as meaning

Railroad Traveling Is Uncertain. 

Though a train may, start, there is no 
certainty of its reaching its destination. 
After going some distance it may come 
to a bridge which has just been destroyed 
by the rebels. If there are no rebeis 
around sufficient repairs may be made to 
permit the train to go on to the next 
bridge, which may also have been de- 
sine but a short time before. 

Senfetimes instead of a bridge or cul- 
Yert the rebels have torn up a piece of 
track, burning the ties in a pile and placing 
the rails on the fire so that the beat will 
bend them out of shape. Sometimes the 
train wil] reach its destination hours or | 
even days late, Other times it will have to 
return to its starting point. Then, again 
cut off in front, it may on backing up find 
itself cut off in that direction also. 

What these delays mean to the men, | 
women, andchiidren on the train, par- * 
ticularly after the food supplies and water 
brought along have been exhausted, may 
easily be imagined.

There is an unconfirmed report that Navar- 
rete’s force has been cut to pieces, although, 
according to war department advices, he has 
retaken Victoria notwithstanding the dispar- 
ity between his forces and those of the en- 
emy.

PUPILS BEAR BURDEN. 


Educators Decide Younger Gen- 
eration No Longer Need Read 
the Classics. 


Criticism of teachers of English in high 
schools and colleges was expressed in the 
report presented by James F. Hosic of the 
Chicago Teachers’ college to the National 
Council of Teachers of English, which con- 
cluded its sessions yesterday in the Audi- 
j torium hotel. He condemned the pres 
ent manner of teaching in American educa- 
tional institutions. He is secretary of the 
national council. 

Mr. Hosic said instructors, college presi- 
dents, and even the heads of the English de- 
partments in the greatest universities frank- 
ly admit the practical process of teaching is 
| abused and greatly neglected. He asserted 
the teacher too often is overburdened with 
classics. 


Doctors of Philosophy Needed. 
** Doctors of philosophy strongly object to 
having to teach elementary classes,’’ he said, 
‘but the opinion of more than 200 college 
presidents and heads of departments is that 
this should be done and a great deal more 
attention given the science of teaching. 
‘* Every high school teachér has te start by 
experimenting with the primary grades. In 
time she acquires a method of her own, but 
inevitably at the expense of the children, 
who have to bear the suffering while she 
gains knowledge.” 
W. H. Wilcox of the Maryland State Nor- 
mal gchool read a paper concerning the att!- 
tude of normal and elementary schools to- 
ward simplified spelling. He said the sim- 
plification of spelling is ‘“‘ a natural, inevita- 
ble, and never ending process,” but that it 
has been interfered with too often for its 
good. 


Simple Spelling as a Time Saver. 
Mr. Wilcox asserted that words spelled as 
they sound would save a great deal of time in 
teaching the pupils in the primary grades 
how to spell properly. 
“ Economy of time would be a great ma- 
terial gain,’’ he argued, ‘“‘and people would 
be able to read and write at a younger age.” 
The idea that the younger generation must 
read the classics was .decilared to be no 
longer tenable. The teachers also decided 
it is perfectly proper to read books written 
by Alexander Dumas, R. H. Davis, Jack 
London, and Booth Tarkington. 
Even De Maupassant—part of his works— 
was admitted to be all right for the American 
college youth. Rudyard Kipling also hence- 
forth will be admitted to the sacred peda- 
gogical mind.

Action Begun in Baltimore 
Asks Dissolation of Amer- 
ican Concern. 


CONSPIRACY IS CHARGED. 


‘} Restraint of Trade and Price Fix- 


ing Alleged; Wheeler De- 
fends Company.

A suit to compel the dissolution of the Amer. 
ican Can company, known as the tin can 
trust, wes filed by Attorney: General Mc- 
-Reynolds in the federal district court at 
Baltimore today. 

According to the government bill this 
$88,000,000 corporation and allied concerns 
have built up, thropgh a far reaching con- 
@piracy, an absolute control of the manu- 
facture and sale of tin cans. The trust is 
accused of fixing arbitrary and unreasop- 
able prices and of practicing other unfair 
methods to extend its monopoly. 


Reid and W. H. and J. Hobart Moore, who 
are among those charged with forming the 
original conspiracy to control the industry.

Mr. Rainey, who returned from Illinois to- 
day, said ‘he is preparing a resolution asking 
a congressional inquiry into the operations 
of this company, which completed its dam 
across the Mississippi river, the largest 
structure of the kind in the world, and 
started its dynamos only a few weeks ago. 
The company now is extending its transa- 
mission lines through Illinois, Iowa, and Mis- 
sour! and making contracts for furnishing 
light and power. 

“The federal grant to this company illus- 
trates the mistakes that should be avoided 
in future water power concessions,’ Mr. 
Rainey said. ‘‘ The only compensation for 
this valuable power which the company gives 
is the construction and operation of the 
locks. At the utmost value of these locks,

ELABORATE BILL INHOUSE 
FIGHTS HIGH COST OF LIVING. 


Tenneseoe Member Offers Resolution 
Which Would Curb Cold Storage and 
Check Other Causes. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—An elaborated 
anti-high cost of living bill, to not only resist 
cold storage of food but to penalize agree- 
ments for storage, pooling, division of terri- 
tory, interference with competition, or other 
réstraint of trade in foodstuffs, was intro- 
duced today by Representative McKellar of 
Tennessee. 

The new bill, which will be urged immedi- 
ately before the house commerce committee, 
would make the maximum period of storage 
of beef or its products seven months, veal 
two months, pork four months, sheep or 
goats four months, lamb or kids three 
months, poultry and game three months, fish 
two months, eggs three months to six months. 

The bHl proposes that cold storage ar- 
ticles must be labeled with the dates of pro- 
duction, killing, packing, or manufacturing, 
and period of storage.

Condemnation Suit Gives Example of 
Remarkable Increase, Owner Asking 
$100,000 for an Acre. 


Real estate values throughout the eastern 
Kentucky coal fields, especially the Boone’s 
fork and Elkhorn creek sections of this coun- 
ty, have reached the sky line limit, owing 
to the great strides of development taking 
place, says the National Real Estate Journal 
In the Letcher Circuit court a remarkable 
condemnation suit is now in progress. About 
five years ago the Northern Coal and Coke 
company bought of John Bentley a sma)! 
tract of land lying about the present heart 
of Jenkins, but then practically a wilder- 
ness. Bentley reserved one acre of level 
land. | 

About three years ago, when the Northern 
Coal and Coke company transferred the 
property to the Consolidation Coal company, 
and the latter company was making plans to 
build a city, they found that the Bentley 
acre was about the center of their opera- 
tions, and immediately set about to purchase 
it. Their first offer was something less than 
$5,000, Bentley remaining deaf to the situ- 
ation, was offered $10,000, $15,000, and even 
$25,000. 

Failing to accept the $25,000, nothing was 
left but to immediately enter condemnation 
proceedings. About this time, in order to 


enhance the value of his property, Bentley 
raced a large store and stocked it full of 


Seonter states that he is selling now from 
$3,000 to $5,000 worth of goods a day. He 
also claims that he can build no less than 
six stores on the acre, which he can easily 

rent for $1,000 a year each, which would be

BUILDING LIMITS IN EUROPE. 


Berlin Maximum Height 72 Feet, 
While Other Cities Have Figures . 
Lower than Chicago. 


The limits prescribed for the height of 
buildings in European cities are more strin- 
gent that in any city in America, says the 
Construction. News. Berlin permits a maxi- 
mum height of seventy-two feet, but no 


building can rise higher than-the width of | 


the street. The maximum height allowable 
in Cologne and in Disseldorf, known as the 
“park city” of Europe, is fifty-six feet six 
inches. 

Munich draws the line at a building having 
a ground floor and four stories, not counting 
a mansard. In London, in a street less than 
fifty feet wide, all buildings are limited in 
height to the width of the street. In wider 
streets the limit is eighty feet. 

Paris does not permit a facade higher than 
sixty-five feet, and in Rome the limit of 
height is set at seventy-eight feet six inches.

IDLE WORKMEN CRY 
FOR EMPLOYMENT. 


German Reichstag Faces Press- 
ing Necessity for Prompt Re- 
lief of 80,000 Berliners Who 
Face Starvation or Crime. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

BERLIN, Nov. 20.—The reichstag, which 
convened on Tuesday after a long vacation, 
has a numper of important measures to con- 
sider, but none more pressing, judging by 
present conditions, than the question of pro- 
viding some form of insurance against unem- 
ployment. 

The demand comes from the parties of the 
left, but the Conservatives and the govern- 
ment leaders are fully awake to the necessi- 
ties of the situation, and positive results of 
some nature may be hoped for before the 
summer recess. 


Idle Workmen Near Starvation. 
Six meetings organized by the socialists 
this week to agitate for relief of the unem-. 
‘ployed were attended by over 10,000 persons. 
Resolutions were adopted urging the reichs- 
tag to appoint a committee to solve the prob- 


jem and asking the government to proceed . 


fmmediately with the planned work in order 
te keep workmen from starving. 

Statistics quoted at one of the meetings 
showed that many lawabiding working men 


‘and women are driven by despair to crime 


and are sinking to a level from which they 
cannot rise. 


Number of Unemployed 80,000. 

The gravity of the situation is shown by 
the figures of the municipal committee, 
which found 26,308 unemployed in forty 
unions of Greater Berlin. As these unions 
embrace less than one-third of all workmen 
and work-women in the city it is calculated 
that the number of unemployed reaches 80,- 


000. 

' Interfurt has more than 1,000 unemployed, 
startling number when it is considered the 
city’s population is not over 95,000, whereof 
mot more than 30,000 probably are workers. 
It means that one of every thirty breadwin- 
ners is without work. Besides this many 
hundreds are employed only a part of the 
time. 


. Building Trades Suffer Most. 

The slackness was long most acute in the 
building trades, but now is involving other 
industries. The management of one of Ber- 
lin’s biggest department stores is doubtful 
whether it will be necessary to hire more 
than half the usual number of extra em- 
ployés for Chyfistmas. 

The city. of Breslau has just established a 
muncipal fund to be lent on first mortgages to 
encourage building. Whether this will help 
remains to be seen. It has been difficult for 
several months to borrow money on even 
the most gilt edged first mortgages and it 
may be too late, in view of the general busi- 
ness situation, to hope that building can 
noticeably be stimulated at this time.

Whether they are to go immediately to the 
Metro$olitan museum we do not know; but 
that is doubtless their ultimate destination. 
So any one who wishes to see once more the 
most exquisite Of small Gainsboroughs and 
what is probably the most universal favor- 
ite among Sir Joshua's must make haste. 
A few wedéks more and they cross the At- 
lantic for ever. ‘ 

The Linley group its artistically interesting 
as an example of the successful altération of 
an original design. 

In 1786 Gainsborough wrote from Bath to 
his friend Jackson, the musician, “‘I have 
begun a large picture of Tommy Linley and 
his sister *’; and there is no doubt that some- 
thing went wrong with the composition, and 
that it was cut down to the two heads in the 
picturé before us. 


Sold to the “Irresistible American.” 

For years it was at Knole, whence it was 
gold a short time ago to the irresistible 
American. “ Pickaback ” (portrait of “ Mrs. 
Payne Gallwey and her son’) is known to 
every one from the prints by J. R. Smith and 
@ modern engraver. It was painted in 1778, 
and was for @ long time in the collection of 
the late Lord = wctene while ite delightful 
neighbor, “Cupid as a Linkboy,” was one 
of a set painted for the Duke of Dorset. 

Three other brilliant works by Gainsbor- 
ough are little known—the fine full length 
portrait of “ Captain Wade”’ and the heads 
of “ Richard Paul Jodrell” and of a lady, 
called (with little reason) “‘ The Princess Au- 
gusta Sophia.” Wade was the successor of 
Beau Nash as master of the ceremoniés at 
Bath, and his clothes are worthy of his illus- 
trious forerunner, while his face has the com- 
bination of will and politeners befitting hig 
august position. 


Here’s a Typical Gainsborough. 

But the Jodrell portrait is, in point of exe- 
cution, finer still; there is no more typical 
Gainsborough in existence, nor one better 
preserved, than this bust of the supercilious, 
green coated young “ swell,’’ pretending tc 
be a man of letters. No wonder it brought a 
huge price at Christie's when it was sold a 
short time ago. The lady portrait belonged 
to the eminent German painter Lenbach, on 
whose art it seems to have exercised a good 
deal of influence, 

As to the Romneys, all are first rate—Lord 
Iveagh’s group of ‘“‘Lady Albermarile and 
Her Son, with Dogs,” the celebrated fuil 
length of “ Lady Isabella Hamilton,” and 
the beautiful pair of Lord Maclead—a stern 
but comely veteran—and his young wife. 


Raeburn Is Well Represented. 

Theed last two were painted in 1788, and 
Romney's recorded price for them, with a 
third thrown in, was £126! The group just 
named is delightful in every way, and the boy, 
not to mention the spaniels, one of the most 
charming that Romney ever painted. 

Raeburn is also well represented by hie 
very attractive “Mrs. Gregory,” by the 
quaint group of “ The Paterson Children,” 
and by three or four other pictures. But the 
ehief surprise of the gallery is Hoppner’s 
magnificent “ Earl of Morton as a Scottish 
Archer *—a portraft in which Hoppner hae 
excelled himself, being inspired by his model, 
his fine costume, and the possibility of put- 
ting an unusual amount of action into the 
picture. Strange to say this portrait, in ts. 
Scottish home, was till the other day at- 
tributed to Raeburn, with whom the execu- 
tion has little in common.

WANTS NO IRISHMAN TO SUFFER HUMILIATION. 

“You have all no doubt seen a great deal lately in the papers about a settlement 
of this home rule question by consent. I am one of those who believe that it would be 
worth paying a large price to pbtain a settlement by consent. I have always said pub- 
licly and privately that I wanted home rule to come, not in'the garb of a humiliating 


defeat for any section of my countrymen. 


We do not believe in this nonsense about a

FRANCE FAVORS PANAMA FAIR. 
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WARNS OF FRENCH PERIL. 


Prince Von Buelow Says Neigh- 
bor Will Fight to Get Al- 
sace-Lorraine. 


BERLIN, Nov. 29.—Prince Bernhard von 
Biilow, formerly German imperial chancel- 
lor, today abandened the silence which he 
once declared he would maintain until death. 
He does this inorder to warn his countrymen. 
he says, that inveterate hostility to Germany 
is the soul of French policy. This, he de- 
clares, will continue so long as Frenchmen 
have the slightest hope of regaining Alsace- 
Lorraine by their own efforts or with outside 
assistance. 

Prince von Bilow expresses this conviction 
in a review of German politics, published this 
monring. He points out the folly of ignoring 
this inbred hostility of the French and of try- 
ing to arrange German relations with France 
on any other basis. 

“It is idle to hope for a reconciliation with 
France,” he says, “ without restoring the 
provinces of Alsace and Lorreine. The 
French determination to attack Germany 
whenever there ig @ prospectiof succes@ must 


continue to be a factor im the calculations of 
statesmen. Germany should try to maintain 


courteous and correct relations with France, 
with whom she can codperate in minor ques- 
tions, but she should not chase fantasies nor 
aspire to overcome France's ingrained rancor 
by compliments.” 

Prince von Bllow does not criticise the 
French, declaring that he fully comprehends 
their attitude. Om the other hand, he criti-

ON A MISSION OF SCIENCE 


Prof. Wallis of the Carnegie In- 
stitute-to Make Hazardous 
Visit Into Tripoli.

ROME, Nov. 29.—WilHam F. Wallis of the 
Carnegie institute of Washington, has been 
working here with Prof. Palazzo, head of the 
meteorological department, taking measure- 
ments of terrestrial magnetism at the sta- 
tions near Rome.

speeches of Churchill and Grey, virtually ad- 
mitting that Ulster is justified in its re- 
sistance to.the home rule bill. 

At the same time the Unionist press re- 
gards Mr. Asquith’s present utterances as 
a matter of tactics, a maneuvering for 
position to force the opposition to make the 
first offers of a: compromise.

Ferrero, the Italian Historian, Pleads

PARIS, Nov. 29.—Guglielmo Ferrero, the 
Italian historian, author of “ The Great- 
ness and Decadence of Rome,”’ lectured here 
the other evening under. the auspices of the 
Societe des Conferences Etrangeres on 
* America and the Crisis of old Europe.” 
Some.of his charactérizations have been 
cabled tothe Ameérican press, concerning 
the genera] complaint that the decline in art, 
literature, good manners, and even cook- 
ing noticeable in the old world could be 
traced to America. Others have not. These 
show that the historian did not intend to 
condemn America so thoroughiy, but merely 
‘to point out that her private accumulations 
of wealth might be better employed than 
they are at present. He said: 

“The old civilizations of Burope, which 
are poor in matertal wealth, are also slow 
in production, but in all things they strive 
to attain a difficult standard of artistic, lit- 
erary, moral, or religious perfection. A|- 
most all the industries of the past bear an 
artistic character, and the greatest import- 
ance is attached to the decorative arts, to 
questions of personal morality, to cere- 
monial, and to forma. 

“In a word, quality counts for niore than 
quantity.

ASSAIL CHURCHILL 
AS BLUNDERER. 


First Lord of Admiralty Stirs 
Anger of Radical Press by De- 
claring Big Incréase in Naval 
Expenditure Certain. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.) 
LONDON, Nov. 29.—It is not long since 
Winston Spencer Churchill, first lord of the 
admiralty, was constantly in the limelight. 

“ But for Winston there would’be nothing 
in the newspapers,”” wrote Premier Asquith 
to Sir Rufus Isaacs in a letter quoted during 
the airing of the Marcon! scandal, writterp 
before the parliamentary investigation into 
the wireless scheme was ordered. 

For some time Mr. Churchill has appar- 
ently been devoting himself exclusively to 
his admiralty duties and has kept outside 
the turmoil which has been raging in the 
field of domestic politics. Nevertheless, in 
the course of this week he has been a much 
discussed man. 

This has been mainly due to the effect of 
two speeches cabled at the time, in one of 
which he offéred a “ naval holiday * to Ger- 
many, and in the other at the Mandaion 
House, referring definitely to Germany, gave 
warning that a heavy increase fn naval ex- 
penditures was inevitable next year. 


Made the Radical Scapegoat. 
Since the delivery of these speeches Mr. 
Churchill has been the radibal scapegoat. 
The entire radical press has taken him to 
task for the second speech, which met with 
general approval in the conservative hews- 
papers. The radical press has threatened, 
coaxed, and bullied him, not only on account 
of his-words but because of his mental at- 
titude and the martial atmosphere in which 
he lives. 

The Daily Chronicle raps him over the 
knuckles and reminds him he is not yet prime 
minister. The Nation reproves him for run- 
ning ahead of the cabinet. 

The Daily News declares he is “ running 
the rake’s progress,”" and adds: “ Earnest 
Liberals of the rank and file can see no 
justification for the runinous size of the 
navy estimates."”” In an editorial headed 
“Mad and Drunken” the same newspaper 
says: 

‘Important social reforms have been either 
postponed or mutilated, education starved, 
and the fruits of the greatest budget of mod- 
ern times dissipated.”’ 


“Sinister Cabinet Influence.”

WOMAN IS FACTOR 
IN JAPAN TODAY. 


Her Growing Influence in Na- 
tional Life Makes Recognition 
Imperative in Dealing with 
Political Problems. 


TOKIO, Nov. 20.—Absorbing interest at- 
tachés to the forthcoming session of the 
Japanese diet in December. The year has 
been momentous politically on account of 
the trouble in China and the passage of the 
alien land tenure bill in California. These 
questions are likely to be refiected in parlia- 
ment. Anti-American speeches by chauvin- 
ists are regarded as not unlikely. 

Considerable uncertainty as to the direc- 
tion internal politics will take lends addition- 
al attraction to the sessions of the assem- 
bly.. Japan's present government ig con- 
servative, but the masses throughout Japan 
are exerting a greater power in political life 
and their representatives in parliament will 
voice this tendency. 

The student class, as evidenced by the re- 
cent attack before the foreign office gates 
over the Chinese question, is making itself 
| heard. The universality of education, and 

incidentally the growing influence of the 
Japanese woman, are all things which must 
be reckoned with in determining the political 
future of Japan. 


Elder Statesmen Fall Back, 

It is true that the ocnservative influence 
of the elder statesmen, and of what might be 
called the reactionaries in general, has 
steadily declined in the change from an 
oligarchy to a constitutional monarchy. But 
there is an old Japanese proverb which says: 
‘** Consult—if only with your knees.” 

The Japanese is careful and conservative 
by nature. At all times he refiects, consulta, 
and weighs before making any decision. 
This fundamental trait in the Japanese char- 
acter, together with the predominating rev- 
erence for the emperor and love of country, 
are likely to prevent any plunge into dan- 
gerous radicalism, even if a new and more 
liberal cabinet should come into power. 

There are today five different political par- 
ties or groups in Japan. It is difficult to 
designate these groups as conservatives, 
liberals, or radicals, as one would in the weat, 
because of the “absence of essential differ- 
ences in their platforms. All are funda- 
mentally devoted to the consummation of 
true constitutional régime. 


Politics in Transition Period. 

The truth of the matter seems that Japan's 
internal politics is undergoing a period of 
transition. in the case of politics it is from 
the oligarchal régime controlled by the elder 
statesmen into true constitutional mon- 
archy with party government. The new 
order of things is still in embryo. The po- 
litical forces are there, ready to be molded 
into definite form. 

The most important group in the diet is 
the Seiyukai, which might be called the con- 
servative party of Japan. It always takesa 
strong part in successive governments, and 
is behind the present cabinet. The next in 
strength is the party founded by the late 
Prince Katsura, who believed that the 
Japanese ideals of government could be best 
subserved by introducing a strong two party 
system, representing. the people and re- 
sponsible to the emperor.

_.. Effect of Katsura’s Death. 

‘Many people believe that Katsura’s death 
may mean the collapse of his two party idea 
and his party, as it was essentially a personal 
moyement, The remaining parties include 
more or less radical groups known as the 
Kokuminto, and the Seiyu club, with the In- 
dependents voting at will.

at a moderate price have probably never 
been equaled. 


Only Italy May Smile. 

Italy has been favored this year more than 
any other wine growing country in Europe, 
and it is officially estimated that the yield 
will be 1,280,000,000 gallons, against 970,000, - 
000 gallons in 1912, 938,000,000 gallons in 1911, 
and 644,000,000 gallons in 1910, so that the 
production this year is double that of 1910. 
and Italy consequently stands in 1913 at the 
head of wine growing countries for quantity 
produced. 

With regard to quality the general opinion 
both private and official is that this also will 
be quite satisfactory. Although but com- 
paratively jittie Italian wine finds its way te 
England the growers are hoping to do a large 
trade with France, Switzerland, and Ger-' 
many to supplement the shortage in thase 
countries, as the stocks of old wines on hand 
ate considerable, and with the enormous 
addition of this year’s crop prices will be 
very low. 

Notwithstanding the damage done to the 
vines by the inclemency of the winter, and by 
the severe frosts in April, the sunny weather 
in September and October induced a fairly 
even ripening of the grapes throughout the 
Austrian empire, and particularly in the Kar- 
lowitz and Tokay districts of Hungary, with 
the result that. while the quantity will be 
below the average, the quality will at least be 
better than in 1912.

| Proud and Ambitious King of 


Bulgaria Spends Humiliat- 
ing Month in Vienna. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

VIENNA, Nov. 29.—King Ferdinand has 
spent the month in Vienna, a humble sup- 
pliant for his own throne, while at Sofia, his 
capital,. the report has gone forth that this 
talented scion of the house of Coburg, who 
but a short time ago. was to revive in all of 
its ancient glories and breadth and width the 
old Bulgarian empire, is to be forced to abdi- 
cate in favor of his son, Crown Prince Boris. 

The role of suppliant sits so ill on no one as 
it does on this proud, ambitious man. He has 
all the pride of rank and family and the 
yearning for success where others have 
failed and where he came so near to achiev- 
ing. He comes of two great families, a son 
of Prince Auguste of Saxe-Coburg and Prin- 
cess Clementine, daughter of Louis Philippe, 
king of France, and is thus a cousin to most 
of the crowned heads of Europe. 


Recalls Another Virit to Vienna. 

It was but five years ago that he paid an- 
other visit to: Vienna and so well and dip- 
lomatically performed his mission that he 
returned to Sofia to realize one of his dreams. 
The day that Austria-Hungary annexed 
Bosnia-Herzegovina Prince Ferdinand pro- 
claimed the itldependence of Bulgaria, the 
absorption of eastern Rumelia and the as- 
sumption by himself of royalty at the old 
cathedral in the ancient Bulgarian capital 
of Tirnovo. 

But the days since that event have been 
full of hope and he has seen the realization 
of onefambition rapidly succeeding another, 
The army that he had developed became 
a power that gained the admiration of the 
world and when it was sweeping over the 
plains of Thrace and battering away at the 
walls of Adrianople he seemed to see Fer- 
dinand of Coburg as Simeon II., czar of all 
the region from the borders of Thessaly 
to the Save and the Danube, from the Black 
sea to the Vardar, “‘ Emperor of all the Bul- 
gars and Gree 

Dreams of Empire 

But the disasters of war and blunders of 
diplomacy followed one on top of the other 
in a year packed with more epoch making 
events than ever before in the history of 
Bulgaria, and the restless, ambitious Fer- 
dinand saw his vast schemes and his grand 
dreams of empire dissipated. 

So it is that the king to whom the Bul- 
garians could not have paid sufficient honor 
a few. months ago is away from his cap- 
ital. One morning he found a big “ To Let” 
card on the gate of the palace. It wasan 
invitation that letters threatening death and 
marks of disrespect whenever he appeared

Grand Old Man of Turkey Dies in 
Old Home on the Island 


of Cyprus.

LONDON, Nov. 29.—Later news from the 
Island of Cyprus confirms the earlier reports 
of the death of Kiamil Pasha, the Grand Old 
Man of Turkey. 

In his death England lost her best friend 
in the Mohammedan world. It is an equal 
bereavement to all Christian nations which 
may have relations with the Ottoman empire, 
for Kiamil knew the west and had breadth 
enough to understand where the twain might 
meet. It was this broad statesmanship that 
made him constantly struggle for justice to 
the non-Moslem subjects of Turkey., 

After a life spent in the turmoil and perils 
of Turkish politics he returned to his birth- 
place, the little village of Nikosia, on the 
Island of Cyprus, to die. The knell of his 
political death was sounded last January, 
when in a dramatic coup d’état by Talaat Bey 
and Enver Bey he was overthrown as grand 
vizier. His friend Nazim Pasha was mur- 
dered, but he himself was forced to depart, 
broken in health and spirits, for Egypt. 

It was from there when he saw his end ap- 
proaching that he asked to be taken to 
Cyprus. He had been spared the humiliation 
of surrendering to the allies and he seemed 
giad that the task of liquidating the disasters 
for which he was not responsible had been 
wrested from him.

Germany emits more books to the square 
yard than any other country in the .world, 
and when a volume makes good hereabouts 
it deserves to. The best sellers, like their 
counterparts elsewhere, are fiction, though 
such figures as are attained by Hall Caine’s 


vorites of the current season are Herr Bern- 
hard Kellermann’s “‘ The Tunnel,” a Jules 
Verne novel of American-EPuropean high 
finance, and Herr Walter Bloem’s “ The 
Blacksmith of the Future,” which means th¢ 
blood and iron chancellor, Bismatck.

A law referring to the protection of his- 
torical monuments was passed this week by 
the chamber of deputies after four years of 
discussion. F 

The new law gives the government greater 
power of control over national treasures and 
has been passed with the object of prevent- 
ing private individuals. and public com- 
panies from deriving profit from works of 
art of which they are merely the temporary, 
proprietors.

JAMES BRYCE STILL IS BUSY. 


Retired British Statesman Engaged in 
Writing and Making Addresses to 
His Countrymen. 


LONDON, Nov. 29.—James Bryce, when he 
left the British embassy at Washington, an- 
nounced that he was retiring from public 
life. That may have been true, but like many 
another retired British statesman he is find- 
ing that he is busier in his retirement than 
he was as an ambassador. 

Since his return from his around-the- 
world trip Mr. Bryce has had not many days 
to himself... He did for a few weeks go into 
retirement at his modest country home, 
“* Hindleap,”’ Forest Row, Sussex, but this 
retirement was almost entirely taken up in 
writing, for Mr. Bryce is certain to give the 
public something about the countries he vis- 
ited after leaving America, and perhaps a 
book about America. 

His real work henceforth, however, will 
doubtless be, as one writer has aptly put it, 
sto express ,the needs of the community 
upon the, broader sides of life.’ Since his re- 
turn home Mr. Bryce has delievered a num- 
‘ber of addresses on a variety of subjects. 

The former ambassador to America is not 
alone in this practice of devoting his talents 
to the enlightenment and services of hie 
country after his retirement from active 
work. Another of these is Sir Edward Fry, 
who a few days ago attained the age of 86. 
It is twenty-one years since Sir Edward re- 
signed his seat as a lord justice of the Court 
of Appeal, and in that time he has served in 
many useful capacities.

OVER LARKIN. 


Blunder of Asquith Government 
in Sending the Dublin Strike 
Leader to Jail Likely to Prove 
Costly in General. Election.

- LONDON, Nov. 20.—Trade unionists, syn- 
dicalists, and Socialists are often divided 
by bitter. quarrels. and essential differences, 
but, they are’ evidently prepared to sink 
these differences in a determined protest 
against the manner in which judgment was 
‘rendered in ‘the Larkin case. 

The intellectual “ rebela"’ who spoke re- 
cently at the Albert Hall, and those who 
Bernard Shaw’s ° suggestion’ 
“ that all respectable men should arm them- 


| selves against the police," were only express- 


ing, in thetr.own way, the general feeling of 
the public conscience in this matter—a sense 
of grave injustice done, of tyranny in high 
places— which is bound to assert itself as 
the facts become impressed on the public 
mind. 

" Mr. Larkin may ‘bean irreaponsibie deina- 
‘gogue, but'he is also one of the most popular 
‘and enthusiastic leaders that.the labor move- 
‘ment has produced. , His personality counts 
for.a great deal in the minds of working men, 
but it will count for less than the fact and 
‘manner ‘of. his conviction, in influencing the 
future of the labor movement and in supply- 
ing the attack on the capitaliag position with 
fresh ammunition of a deadly kind. 


Strikes at Civil Liberty. 

For this sentenoe, imposed on the champion 
of the working. classes, strikes at the roots 
of Liberatism and civic liberty. The crown 
prosecutor, in obtaining it, with the aid of a 
jury of Dublin employers, perilously 
strained the machinery of an archaic sedition 
law, invoking the obsolete statute which 
makes it a crime “to rouse discontent and 
disaffection among the king's subjects or to 
promote feelings of ill will between different 
classes of subjacts.”” And this, mark you, at 
a time when Sir Edward Carson is allowed 
freely to incite the men of Ulster to resist the 
law of the land by force of arma, if neces- 
sary. 

Such a demonstration of the inequality of 
classes and masses before the law, and of the 
cohesion of the vested interests of society 
against the emancipation of labor, was 
bound to create a profound impression 
throughout the industrial community. Re- 
ferring to Larkin’s advice to the Dublin 
strikers ‘‘to pay no rent till the tramway 
men were satisfied,” the crown prosecutor 
(Mr. Moriarity) observed that this was “a 
distinct incitement to break contracts, and 
as such was seditious in itself.’’ 

Small wonder that the Albert Hail re- 
sounded with the shrill protests of the Fa- 
bians, and that politicians in the highest cir- 
cles are now beginning to realize that the 
conviction of Larkin was a blunder of the 
boomerang order. The blood of the martys 
is the seed of the church, and Larkin’s im- 
prisonment is bound to produce a heavy crop 
of discontent and resentment among the 
laboring classes, who will inevitably see 
therein proof of an unholy alliance between 
capital and those who make and administer 


the laws. 


Holds Iarkin Not Dangerous. 

Larkin’s brand of socialism is of a violent, 
but not dangerous type. The worat that was 
proved against him by the Dublin police was 
hie declaration that if the bosses, led by Mr, 
Murpby, interferred with the strikers’ right 
of free speech, “ two men on the side of law 
ought to fall for one of the strikers," which 
is pretty mild stuff compared with the ordi- 
nary harrangues of socialist leaders. 

The vital fact which emerges from Larkin’s 
trial is that he was put in prison, under a 
government which professes Liberalism, for 
having dared to attack a capitalist organ- 
igation in its stronghold. That fact once 
impressed upon the public conscience, Larkin 
becomes a hero, and the cause for which he 
suffered receives new impulses of enthusi- 
asm. 

The Albert Hall meeting served chiefly to

| ideals to the government of Mexico,. but 
there is no apparent difference of opinion 
as to what Great Britain's atti snould 
be in the event of those ideals finally 
enforced by armed intervention. On this 
point the press was practically unanimous 
before Mr. Asquith spoke at the guild hall, 
and its views are those which Mr. Bryce re- 
cently expressed at the Pilgrim's club. 

The conflict of economic interests is ad- 
mitted, but the “ precious heritage " of which 
Mr. Bryce spoke is felt to be of infinitely 
greater importance, the common inheritance 
of tradition, sentiment, and Janguage which 
should enable the Anglo-Saxon peoples to 
set an example to the world by adjusting 
their differences with good sense and good 
will. The sympathetic understanding which 
has grown up between the two nations in 
recent years is not to be sacrificed on this 
side for any theory of government or eco- 
nomic interest in Mexico, and (as I said in a 
former letter) President Wilson's action in 
regard to the Panama canal tolls has con- 
vinced the average Englishmen of the sin- 
cerity of his.moral ideals. 


Respect for President Wilson. 


It is felt to be a matter for regret that an 
important section of the American press 
should misconstrue Great Britain's purely 
passive diplomacy at Mexico City into antag- 
onism to the United States, but this misun- 
derstanding cannot last, for everything here 
points to recognition of the integrity of Pres- 
ident Wilson's intentions and of the great 
moral and national interests which he is en- 
deavoring to protect. 

There are many Englishmen (just as there 
are many Americans) who sincerely believe 
that no good can come of attempting to cure 
Mexico’s chronic sickness of unrest by means 
of the ballot box, but they recognize the fact 
that President Wilson's action is based upon 
moral principles which command the respect 
of honest men on both sides of the Atlantic. 

‘The niceties of international law and the 
shibboleths of diplomatic etiquette become : 
therefore of secondary importance: the es- 
sential thing is to respond’ to the sentiment 
of the American people, which looks to Eng- 
land for sympathy in a cause which it be- 
lieves to be just. Finally, the British press ' 
recognizes the strategical and‘ economic re- 
sults of Mexico's chronic unrest‘and. their 
importance to the country which owns the 
Panama canal. , 


Mexico and the Canal. 

The Daily Graphic, for instance, observes 
that the continuance of a state of civil war 
in Mexico is intolerable, involving the Wash- 
ington government in endless anxieties, and 
adds: ‘We need only ask ourselves how 
we should act in order to find the fullest 
justification for the policy of President Wil- 
son. Can we expect the United States to sit 
down quietly while the gaminerie of Central 
America is jeopardizing the canal?” 

Justification on strategical grounds of im- 
perialist policy is probably not the form of 
sympathy which President Wilson set out to 
win—his imperialism is evidently of the sub- 
conscious kind—but the great thing is that 
the sympathy is there and that its moral ef- 
fect on Gen. Huerta can hardly fail to mod- 
erate that interesting swashbuckler’s meth- 
ods of government. 


Fear of Christmas Strikes. 

The prospect of Christmas is complicated 
this year by threats of a postman’s strike 
at that festive season. If this should ma- 
terialize and if, at the same time, the print- 
ers and binders’ strike should be in time to 
prevent the publication of so-called Chriat- 
mas books, Merrie England may have an op- 
portunity of a rational Yuletide combining 
economy with peaceful enjoyment.

Powerful Engines to Be Feature 
of Four Power Driven: Craft 


Designed on Order of the Royal 


National Lifeboat Institution. 


Che Mem Times 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—The Royal National 
Lifeboat institution has decided to build new 
motor lifeboats for Sunderland, Teesmouth, 
Blyth, and Spurn point. These four boats 
will be fully rigged and each will be fitted 
with one drop keel. The displacement will 
range from twelve to seventeen tons. 

The boats for Sunderland and Teesmovth 
will be of the self-righting type, 40 feet long 
and 10 feet 6 inches beam, while those for 
Blyth and Spurn point will be of the Watson 
noneelf-righting type, 45 feet long and 13 
feet 6 inch beam and 40 feet long and 11 feet 
beam respectively. 

The motors have not yet been ordered, but 
those for the 40 foot boats are to develop 
forty horsepower and that for the 45 foot 
boats sixty horsepower. The forty horsenow- 
er engines will not exceed 1,450 pounds mn 
weight, and the sixty horsepower engine will 
not exceed 2,460 pounds, these figures includ- 
ing the fywheel and all auxiliaries but not 
the reversing gear. 


: Dry Battery and Magneto. 

Each engine wiil start on a dry cell battery 
and run on low tension Bosch magneto, half 
compression being fitted to facilitate starting. 
If the magneto breaks down the boat will 
work for five or six hours on the drv cell 
battery alone. The cylinders will be cooled 
by fresh water carried in a tank on board, 
the circulating water being cooled by passing 
through outboard pipes. Sea water cooling 
will alao be provided in case the fresh water 
circulation should be stopped. The petrol 
feed will be on the pressure system, petrol 
being contained in two tanks, each of which 
may be used separately if required. The 40 
foot boats will carry sixty gallons and the 45 
foot boat eighty gallons, sufficient to drive 


them about fourteen hours at full speed and ~ 


for longer periods at reduced speeds. 

There will be a centrifugal governor to pre- 
vent racing in a heavy sea or when the engine 
is running in the neutral position. The self- 
righting boats will be fitted with an auto- 
matic switch to cut out the ignition and stop 
the engine should the boat be capsized. 


Motors to Be Water Tight. 

The motors will be placed in a watertight 
casing screwed down in heavy weather, and 
air will be drawn through pipes extending be~ 
neath the deck to the aix box at the stern of 
the boat. There will be no space for a me- 
chanic to get inside the casing and the nec- 
essary attention will have to be given from 
the deck by leaning over the side of the cas- 
ing, and as serious repairs cannot therefore 
be carried out at sea, sail will be depended 
upon in the event of serious breakdown. 

A solid propeller fitted in a tunnel ten to 
twelve feet forward of the stern post will be 
eccessible through a hatch in the deck, and. 


should the boat go ashore on fairly even . 


ground the propeller will not be injured. 


Gardner's reversing gear will be used. In 


the design of these boats high speeds were 


‘ not aimed at and a full speed of 7% to8 knots 
| has been considered ample. 


Will Float at Moorings. 

The boats for Sunderiand, Blyth, and the 
Spurn will lie affoat at moorings, but that at 
Teesmouth will be kept in a boathouse and 
launched down a siipway close to the South 
Gare breakwater. The Blyth boat will have 
a greater length than any motor boat hither- 
to built for the Royal National Lifeboat in- 
stitution, and its dimensions will probably be 
generally adopted in the future for the larger 
lifeboats of the Watsontype. It isexpected

GOOD ADVICE: “GET BUSY.” 


Gov. Dunne may be pained but he will not 
be astonished if something like a laugh runs 
over the state. His tax predicament may 
be distressing, but it is not without humor, 
and we fear that although Mr. Dunne ex- 
plain until he be purple above the collar 
it will avail him nothing. 

The unimpassioned freemen of Teele 
will remember that in the fall of 1912 
genial, almost Bryanic, Jeffersonian came 
among them, speaking with good old fasb- 
ioned and quite impersonal partisan fury, 
of Republican malevolence and disaster. 
Some of it was old stuff and some of it was 
poor stuff, but the candidate with genial 
ways and furidus words campaigned and 
was elected. 

It will be remembered that upon no other 
subject was Mr. Dunne so impassioned as 
upon the subject of Republican extrava- 
gance. If the state ever could be convinced 
that by electing a man or a set of men it 
could get an economic administration, which 
would spend much money wisely where it 
was needed and refuse to spend money fool- 
ishly where it was not needed, the state 
would turn to that man or to that set of men 
and give the chance of making good in a 
minute. 

It happens, however, that when partisans 
talk of extravagance the state instinctively 
knows that it is hypocritical stuff; that the 
opposition is apt to spend two dollars where 
one has been spent before. 

Nevertheless Mr. Dunne wa#*a scourge 
of the wicked. His embarrassment now is 
that the tax rate must. go to a figure never 
contemplated by any Republican adminis- 
tration in the state, and when he offers ex- 
planations to men whose dollars have been 
taken away we fear he will not get on amaz- 
ingly well. 

There may be a part truth in the explana- 
tion he offers that the retiring Republican 
administration was not careful to leave a 
Democratic administration a fair amount of 
capital. This trick is not beyond the con- 
ception of politics, and we'd be loath toassert 
that the Republicans were above it. 

But Mr. Dunne’s difficulty is this: His 
explanation is at best only a half truth, and 
it far from explains the whole situation. If 
the Republican administrafion had levied 
what the governor would have said was a 
fair tax, he nevertheless would find his ad- 


boost. He ought to thank the Republican 
administration for leaving him with any 
kind of an excuse with which to meet the 
embarrassment.

A PROBLEM OF STATE. 
The British super-superdreadnought War- 


In that simple statement a whole epoch 
may be forecast. The possession of coal 
and iron was the great strategic factor of 
national growth in the nineteenth century. 
It is not unlikely that the possession of oil 
fields will be that of the twentieth. In Tux 
Tripune of Nov. 24 a staff correspondent 
contributed an extremely timely and sug- 
gestive article on the Caribbean region as 
the arena of an international struggle for 
oil. In Mexico, Colombia, Venezuela, and 
on the Pacific Ecuador, oil fields are prizes 
eagerly sought, and the race involves gov- 
jernments inevitably. Lord Oowdray is 
under contract to his government to supply 
oil for use of the British navy. French and 
German interests are being pressed. The 
contest already is keen, and its implications 
are readily seen. 

On the other hand, as our correspondent 
points out, “ President Wilson, in his Mobile 
speech, declared bimeelf as opposed to the 
granting of concessions by Latin-American 
governments, and annotinced that it was the 
mission. of the United States to free these 
governments from foreign domination. It 
is the belief here that if President Wilson 
endeavors to put this declaration into prac- 
tical effect he will have embarked upon the 
boldest policy of international domination 
ever seen in this hemisphere, and that he will 
have to prepare himself for complications 
with the old world powers.” 

The Mobile declaration, followed to it 
logical extreme, is in fact a reapplication 
ot the Monroe doctrine to the economic 
movement of our day.. Monroe declared that 
foreign arma should not despoil an American 
nation of territory or overthrow republican 
government in this hemisphere. Taken lit- 
erally, the Mobile declaration may be inter- 
preted as an assertion that foreign powers 
of money shall not dominate an American 
‘nation or despoil it of its natural resources. 
This ig an economic age, an age of trade 
rather than of military conquest. Peaceful 
penetration, financial and commercial in- 
vasion are-taking place in South America, 
The fear of foreign bayonets is pretty well 
‘past. But a nation may lose its birthright 
as completely to the banker or the high finan- 
cier as to the politician or the soldier,

But to what extent we are 
ready to go to assert our interest is as grave 
a problem, perhaps, as any American state- 
craft hae had to solve. 


"FOR THE NATION TO SOLVE. 

' The extent to which unemployment is a’ 
national rather than a city or state prob 
lem is strikingly brought out by the 
present plight of the various philanthropic 
and charity agencies in this city. The 
means of these agencies to allay the want 
arising from unemployment during the 
winter monties are limited and have to be 
used with discretion. While trying to be 
discreet they are running into complica- 
tions. 

A great proportion of the unemployed 
in Chicago dre not Chicagoans. They 
come from other cities and states. They 
come here because Chicago has a reputa- 
tion for being the easiest place to get on 
in times of economic distress. Chicago's 
barrel houses, free lunch counters, cheap 
lodgings and flops are important economic 
props for men facing a siege of unein- 
ployment. Many of the jobless are foreign- 
ers. .They are members of the great float- 
ing army of seasonal laborers, who have 
not been here long enough to Jay by any- 
thing for a rainy day. Chicago is the 
nearest thing these men have to a home 
town in the new world. It is from here 
that they are shipped to all points in the 
country when industry has need of them. 
And it is to this city that they come to 
swell the army of the unemployed. 

Are men from other cities and states, 
and éven from foreign countries, to share 
in unemployment benefits afforded, by this 
community the seme as Chicago’s native 
sons who are in distress? It does not 
geem fair. Yet it is hardly humane to 
let any man starve because he does. not 
happen to be a citizen of this community. 
It is suggested that the wnemployed from 
other cities, states, and countries be trans- 
ported to their homes. But that is hardly 
practical. The money which the com- 
munity Will spend in transporting an army 
of men to various parts of the country, 
and even to foreign countries, might go a 
long ways toward tiding them over the 
workless season here. Besides, the foreign 
laborers transported to their homes pow 
are sure to be in demand a few months 
hence. Their absence from the country 
then might be as much a problem to jn- 
dustry as their presence now is a problem 
to the city. — : 

The only thing that is definite and con- 
clusive about the unemployment situation 
is that it is too big a subject for any one 
community to handle. It is a problem that 
the keenest minds of the nation wil! soon 
be forced to make their own.

OL. GORGAS has gone to Africa to 
advise with the diamond miners and 
the government over them. The 
death rate among those workingmen 
is fearfully high. The problem with 

them is pneumonia. Will Gorgas be able to 
reduce pnetmonia in Africa as he reduced 
malaria in Panama? ‘It is too much to 


-hope that he will banish pneumonia there 


as he banished yellow fever and smallpox 

In the efforts at Paname we had an in- 
terest. In the first place, we had a pa- 
trotie pride in the performance which had 
been beyond the capacity of the French. 
In the second place, malaria décreases the 
efficiency of labor in a considerable part of 
It decreases the value 
of real estate and particularly of farm 
property in a considerable part of the United 
Sta tes. 

However, nobody is exceedingly afraid of 
malaria. Those. who are made “no ac- 
count” by chills and fever have the fac- 
ulty of contentment grow as fast as ca- 
pacity for work decreases. 

—— 

When it comés to pneumonia the case is 
different. A large percentage of the baby 
deaths are due to pneumonia. They occur 
in the first year of life. After that, pneu- 
monia falls away to a low figure. 

The pneumonia rate runs at almost noth- 
ing through the years of early youth. As 
manhood approaches the rate is mounting. 
It gets fearfully high among the men and 
women in the prime of life. 

It seeks out the good livers—the fat, the 
healthy, the strong, those who are enjoying 
this life and most anxious to stay here. 
These florid, well kept, life loving men and 
women are afraid of pneumonia... The med- 
ical profession has nothing to offer. 

There is no treatment for pneumonia. The 
death rate among those sick of the disease is 
as high as it was thirty years ago, and that 
is about as far back as medical figures can 
be depended on, 

The sanitariums have nothing to offer. 
If you go to your health department for 
guidance in the prevention of pneumonia, it 
can offer you nothing that has been proved. 
It will tell you that the pneumonia situa. 
tion gets worse every year. anh 

Years ago Reynolds and Reilly named it 
the “ Captain of the Men of Death.”’ Since 
then consumption, diphtheria and infant ai!- 
ments have been decreasing, year by year, 
and the pneumonia rate has been growing. 
Now in the lista of deaths pneumonia leads 
its next competitor by thousands. 

' The patent medicine and advertising fel- 
lows have kept out of the pneumonia field. 
Knowing how men grasp at straws, this 
lot of ghouls would have capitalized human 
fears a long time ago, had there seemed any 
hope. The reason there has been go little 
manifest interest is because nobody has had 
anything to offer. 

~— 

In the light of all this there is great inter- 
est in Gorgas’ visit to Africa. When we 
turn to the vital statistics from Panama we 
find that Gorgas has had some success 
against pneumonia. The number of deaths 
from pneumonia among. the operatives has 
been as follows: 1905, 95; 1906, 413; 1907 
328: 1908, 98; 1900, 70; 1910, 73; 1911, 94; 
1912, 57. The number of operatives dou- 
bled between 1906 and 1910. 

There is a general law that whenever 
great and. successful effort is made to re- 
duce one disease, there follows a consider- 
able reduction in allied diseases and some 
reduction in all diseases. Whenever the 
typhoid death rate is forced down by an 
improved water supply, all other diseases 
come down somewhat. 

The decrease in the pneumonia rate in 
Panama was due to this law. No par- 
ticular effort was made there against pneu- 
monia, but what was done to control ma- 
laria, typhoid, and yellow fever indirectly 
operated to lessen pneumonia. 

I think some work preparatory to finding 
a way has been done in the last few years. 
Pneumonia is due to the pneumococcus. This 
germ was first described as the sputum 
ecoccus. It was not until after several years 
that this coccus was found to be the germ 
of pneumonia. The significance of these 
two discoveries was not known for years. 

The pneumonia germ is being spread by 
well people. The mouths of the health- 


large percentage of the healthy people are 
pneumonia carriers. 

A pneumonia carrier may infect himself 
with pneumonia. One can have pneumonia 
germs in his sputum and be in perfect heaith, 
but when those same germs get into his 
blood or arecarried by his blood to his 
lungs, his heart, or his joints, he is fat 
from healthy. 

A pneumonia carrier may infect others 
with pneumonia. The discovery of this fact, 
for which a Chicage man, Dr. E. F. Wells, 
was largely responsible, lays one basis for 
a way out. The pneumococcus, which lies 
in the tonsils, is subject to modification by 
its environment. The man who harbors 
the germ may convert it from a harmless 
germ to one capable of causing pneumonia 
or heart disease or rheumatism. 

The discovery of this fact, for which an- 
other Chicago man, Dr. Rosenow, was 
largely responsible, lays another basis for 
a way out. 

The pneumonia germ does not live outside 
the body. It is one’ of the most delicate of 
the germs. Sunlight, air, drying—these kill 
it easily. If it were not for spitting and 
other customs by which galiva from one 
mouth reaches the respiratory apparatus of 
other persons, there would be no pneumonia

The pneumonia coccus, in order to cause 
pneumonia, enters the blood. By the blood 
it is carried to the lungs. During the early 
stages of pueumonia the bacteriologist has 
no trouble in finding the pneumonia germ 
in the blood. To do so he employs the same 
method used to find the typhoid germ in 
the blood during the first week of typhoid. 

Before the pnewmococcus can get from 
the tonsils into the blood it must be partly 
dissolved, at least changed in part. This 
change is what is taking place during the 
few day# of the bad cold that so often runs 
into pneumonia. 

Frequently, however, the change takes 
place without producing any symptoms. 
There is none of the preliminary aching 
stage. 

When everything has been made ready 
pneumonia comes with a rush. There is 1 
shaking chill followed by a high fever and 
a pain in the side. 

The man with pneumonia is never in ans 
doubt about being sick. The pnenmococcus 
secretes a large quantity of poison, and the 
sick man is flooded with it. The chill means 
nervous shock. 

In a ‘jittle while the shock is over and 
the fight is on in earnest. If an examina- 
tion be made of the blood i¢ will be found 
that the white blood corpuscles are four or 
five times as abundant as in the blood of 
the normal man. The blood has been in- 
vaded by the pneumococci and they are 
out in numbers to destroy the invaders. 

For a week the fever runs high, the pulse 
fast; and the breathing shallow. The min:, 
at first clear, begins to get hazy and thes 
comes some form of delirium.

In those cases that get well at the end 
of the week when the disease seems al 
its worst, when the sky is darkest, the night 
blackest, the end seems reached, the pa- 
tient drops off into a quiet sleep: the fever 
falls; the pulse slows; the breathing calms, 
and sweat covers the brow. A single half 
day has converted a seemingly hopeless case 
into a convalescent. 

Something has happened. The something 
that happened was in and of theman. He 
suddenly acquired the power to kill the pneu- 
monia germs in his lungs and to neutralize 
the poisons in his blood. His defending 
forces have learned to doa particular some. 
thing. As soon as this lesson is learned, 
presto, chango; the pneumococci are routed.

The foolish frills that are eo va'u- 
able to neurasthenics, to dyspeptics; and 
many others with minor ills are of no service : 
here. The patient ny of pneumonia can 
cultivate a hic calm. <A patient ac- 
ceptance will be highly helpful during his 
first four or maybe five days of the week. : 
He can insist that there be plenty of fresb. 
air in the room. The windows should be 
kept open, and the temperature of the room 
should'not go higher than 55. This he can 
and should insist upon. 

If he cannot watch the thermometer he 
can watch the nurses. If they are not 
wearing wraps in cold weather the room js 
too warm.

If the president is so pleased, it is because 
of his toes. It seems that Mollard, whose 
duties obliged him to immediately precede 
the presidént on all official occasions, was in 
the habit of either stopping short, in order 
to give some direction or other, or else to 
turn sharply round for the purpose of mak- 
ing some communication to him, or of usher- 
ing him into his seat. 

In this way he was constantly treading on 
the presidential toes, either with his heels 
or with the fore part of his feet, and as heisa 
very tall and very heavily built man, it was 
no joke to the president, whose toes ended by 
becoming extremely sensitive, suffering se- 
verely. _ é | 

Both of his predecessors, Presidents Fa)- 
lieres and Loubet, had learned by experience 
to get out of Mollard’s way on such occasions 
im an exceedingly ingenious and somewhat 
amusing manner, and never allowed either 
the importance of the occasion or the en-

As the sovereign insignia of the kings of 
Bavaria have figured on no official occasion 
since the tragic death of Louis Il., twenty- 
seven years ago, and were only brought forth 
the other day for the first time on the occa- 
sion of the proclamation of King Louis IIl., 
it may be of interest to mention that they 
date from the month of January, 1806, when 
the sovereign elector, Maximilian! IV., 
adopted the title and dignity of king of Ba- 
varia. It was he who intrusted the then 
famous goldsmith and jeweler, Borgnis of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, to make up the in- 
signia, according to designs which King Max- 
imilian hed obtained from Paris- through 
his good friend, the first Napoleon. The 
result is that there is nothing Germanic in 
the appearance of the insignia. 

The insignia comprise the crown, the orb, 
the scepter, the sword of state, and the seal 
of the king and the crown of the queen. 
They are not only fine examples of the gold- 
smith’s art, but also of enormous intrinsic 
value, the gold being of the purest kind, 
while the gems are extremely fine. Superb 
pearis, rubies, diamonds, emeralds, and sap- 
phires figure in profusion on all the ihsig- 
nia, the sovereign’s crown being surmounted 
by a 39% carat blue diamond, probably the 
finest in the world, and which has been in 
the possession of the reigning house of Ba- 
varia since the early part of the eighteenth 
century, when it was owned by Empress 
Amalie of Germany, the consort of the Ba- 
varian emperor, Charies VII., whose struggie 
with Empress Marie Therese, the only child 
and heiress of Emperor Charies V., for pos- 
session of the imperial crown, by virtue of the 
Pragmatic Sanction, plunged all Europe into 
a wer of prolonged duration. 


oe 

Curiously enough, this wonderful diamond, 
though mentioned in works on precious 
stones in the eighteenth and in the first few 
decades ef the nineteenth century, seems to 
have been forgotten by later writers, and 
does not find a place in the standard books 
on precious stones publiehed by Edward 
Streeter, Prof. George Kunz, and others dur- 
ing the last twenty years. In 1848, however, 
it was the subject of something akin to a 
rict at Munich, as the mob accused King 
Louis I. of having bestowed it upon his fair 
but frail foreign favorite, the adventuress, 
Lola Montes, who died and is buried in the 


United States. Indeed, there is no knowing 
what might have happened had not the au- 
thorities been able to show to a delegation 
of the leaders of the mob the stone in the 
royal treasury. 

King Louis Il. was wont to use thie dia- 
mond occasionally for personal adornment, 
and in view of the extraordinary extrava- 
gance that characterized the increasing in- 
sanity of the later years of his reign, hie an- 
ending monetary difficulties and his readi- 
ness to sell even his throne and his kingdom 
for cash, it is a wonder that he did not in 
some way surreptitiously alienate the gem 
in question. 

The queen's crown, instead of being made 
by the Frankfort-on-the-Main jeweler, is a 
masterpiece of the art of the court jeweler, 
Merk, of Munich, and dates from 1807. Eight 
pear shaped pearis of unrivaled orient, and of 
considerable size, are the features of the 
queen’s crown. The scepter is of gold, stud- 
ded with diamonds, emeralds, sapphires, 
rubles, and pearis, and surmounted by « 
crown, and bears the inscription: “Cul ne 
civium servetus erin sed tutela.” 


Ever since Emperor © Nicholas, in the face 
of opposition on the part of the members of 
his family, of his court, and above all of the 
terrible and all powerful bureaucracy which 
is the bane of Russia, endowed his people 
with a constitution and self-government the 
reactionary elements have been laboring to 

ultify his concessions to his people and to 
restrict their scope. 

If they succeeded in emancipating both 
the army and the navy from the control of 
parliament it was because the duoma, new to 
its work, had shown a disposition to inter- 
fere with the reforms which were urgently 
needed after the war with Japan, to place 
both services on a proper footing. In 1908 
and 1910 Russia was obliged to consent to 
make an intensely humiliating surrender to 
Germany and Austria, in the trouble about 
Servia, owing to the fact that these reforms 
were not completed; and if she has been able 
to play so'very different a role during the last 
eighteen months and has become the fore 
most military power in Europe, the peace 
footing of her army being considerably larg- 
er than those of Germany, Austria, and Italy 
combined, it is because of this reorganiza- 
tion. 

There were some valid grounds, therefore, 
for the czar’s consent to the withdrawal of 
the army and navy from parliamentary con- 
trol. But in spite of his devotion to the 

rch, of which he is not only the temporal 
but the spiritual head, he is firmly opposed to 
the movement which is now working for the 
emancipation of the holy synod from the con- 
trol of the douma.

The holy synod has hitherto been regarded 
as a government department presided over 
by a procurator, or personal representative 
of the emperor, and who has the rank of 
minister of public worship, with a seat in 
the cabinet. It is a department which has 
the management not only of the clergy of 
the national church of Russie but also of 
all other religious denominations, and also 
of all endowments. charitable organizations, 
and educational institutions of a religious 
character. 

Were this movement to be successful the 
powers of parliament in Russia would be 
gravely impaired. For at present, when the 
department of the holy synod raises any 
objection to projected legislation on the al- 
leged ground that it interferes with the ex- 
ercise of the rights of the church, the met- 
ter can always be thrashed out publicly in 
the national legislature. 

If the holy synod department were eman- 
eipated from parliamentary control it would 
be free to adopt the most reactionary meas- 
ures and to prevent the enactment of all sorts 
of useful laws in en altogether arbitrary 
fashion, and without being obliged to render 
any account to the people.

Suspected of Stealing Wife's Jewels. 


William II., who succeeded him on the 
throne of Holland, had only been 3 yeare 
old when his family was driven out of the 
Netherlands by the French army. He was 
educated to a great extent in England, 
graduated from Oxford, entered the English 
army, served on the staff of the Duke of 
Wellington in the peninsular war, and com- 
manded the Dutch and Belgian contingents 
at the battle of Waterloo, where he was 
wounded. 

Always in pecuniary difficulties and un- 
savory financial scrapes, with no moral sense 
where money was concerned, he was reject~- 
ed by Princess, Charlotte of Wales, only 
daughter of George IV., and then married 
Grand Duchess Anna Paulovne of Russia, 
sister of Emperors Alexander I. and Nicholas 
1, and who eventually became as insane ae 
her father, Czar Paul. 

His reign was uneventful. But he was far 
from popular, so disliked, indeed, that when 
in 1820 over a million dollars’ worth of his 
Russian consort’s jewels were mysteriously 
stolen, he was yniversally denounced as the 
thief. it is siahéhie that had he not died 
very suddenly in the early days of 1849, he 
would have -beén overtaken by the revolu- 


tionary disturbances which swept over all 


Europe just about that time, resulting in the 
more or less willing abdication of a long list 


Queen Sophia was reduced to the most piti- 
ful contrivances, in order to maintain her 
rank, and at the various courts of Europe 
she excited not ridicule but commiseration 
for the everlasting sameness of her dresses, 
since it was known that she had no money to 
buy new ones.

silk linings.

the select ranks of the sporting world for 
coats and stoles. Then there are the various 
allied skins, such a& ocelots, leopard cats, 
and genets; these are being worn either plain | 
or with trimmings of the blackest or brown- 
est of skunk or bright brown cub bears. | 


Striking Stoles and Muffs. 

The softest pelted of these skins, with 
white or cross fox as borderings, are at- 
tractive for stoles and muffs; and moleskin 
treated with white or blue fox in the same 
manner is dainty. Ermine pelerines, too, are 
combined with cross or red fox asa garniture; 
and strilfing effects are obtained by ermine 
upon broadtail, seal with the natural cross 
fox, fitch or caracul kid with bright canary 
colored natural kolinsky, and brown or black 
pony with red fox. 

These represent some of the more extreme 
innovations in using the natural colors of the 
fur. On the other hand, when we find white 
foxes and other white furs being dyed crude 
blues, greens, or pinks, a point is reached 
at which the fashion degenerates and be- 
comes barbaric. ‘ 

There are, indeed, many freaksor vagaries 
in the coloring of the animal world. Expe- 
rience shows that by accident or by a deliber- 
ately considered crossing of breeds new and 
attractive results may be achieved. Thus, 
with fur farming carried on scientifically na- 
ture may yet show us a brilliant blue or even 
a green fur-bearer with orange eyes. 


Possibilities of Rabbit Furs. 

Breeders of blue and chincilia Persian cats 
may find opportunities of entering the mar- 
ket for “rare” furs. Urquestionably there 
is @ future in developing Angora rabbits 
by crossing with those of stronger though 
shorter hair, and so securing a longer and 
stronger fur than at present available. The 
‘true Coney or Hyrax crossed with Belgium 
es should also produce more enduring 

r. 

One great faculty in designing is the per- 
ception which is able to balance colors in 
relative proportions. At its highest this is 
a gift which few possess and which cannot 
be imparted. Those who have reason to be 
distrustful of their power, and yet would be 
in the mode, when brilliance reigne and 
somberness is dethroned, may be recom- 
mended to keep rigidly to two colors or kinds 
of furs in any one particular scheme of cos- 
tume. 

They should not forget, however, to have 
the color of the linings in harmony, and to 
choose what suits best the shade of their 
own hair and complexion. Auburn hair, for 
instance, is rendered more beautiful by con- 
trast with black and certain dark brown or 
white, but gray, red, or mottled undecided 
colors Would create a muddled, unpleasant 
effect.

Scores of townspeople. including several

The trouble started at the conclusion ofthe 
classes of the evening continuation school, 
when the pupils met and denounced the army 
officers. Troops were summoned and every- 
body who failed to “‘ moveon ” promptly was 
arrested.

Post Season Intersectional 
Basket Games Chicago 
Conference Idea. :

In order to bring about a fitting climax to 
the basketball season, the Western Intercol- 
legiate Basketball association at its annual 
meeting yeeterday at the Auditorium hotel 
voted to play post-season intersectiona! 
games if permission can be obtained from the 
Western Intercollegiate conference commit- 
tee, composed of faculty representatives 
from the “Old Nine” institutions. 

The motion to play intersectional struggles 
was carried by a seven to two vote. George 
W. Ehler of Wisconsin and L. W. St. John of 
Wisconsin voted againet the motion, but 
neither gave any reasons. The secretery 
was instructed to draw a dreft of the motion, 
which will be referred to the conference com- 
mittee at ite annual meeting in Chicago next 
Saturday. The last post-season games be- 
tween the east and west were played in 1008, 
when Chicago defeated Pennsylvania. 

In order to bring about such contests, it 
was yoted to close the western schedule as 
near March 12 as possible. The collegiate 
season in the east ends about that time, and 
the post-season games could be played im- 
mediately after, so the palyers would not 
be compelled to stay in training much longer 
than. usual. 

Dr. Hutchins Re-elected President. 

Because of their efficient work, Dr. C. P. 
Hutchins of Indiana and Dr. L. J. Cooke of 
Minnesota were reélected to the offices of 
president and secretary, respectively, for 
terms of two years each. Both have been 
responsible for placi..g basketball on such a 
firm basis in the west, and their reélection 
was a reward for their untiring efforts. 

The report of the committee on bank- 
boards, baskets, and nets was read and ap- 
proved. Dr. Meanwell of Wisconsin was 
chairman of this committee, which has de- 
cided that all bank boards shall be of uni- 
form size, six feet by four, and that the 
rim of the basket shall be one foot above 
the lower edge of the bank board.

Before he departed yesterday for Pine- 
hurst, N. C., Coach Stagg of Chicago, who is 
a member of the governing body, said he had 
only one point to bring up for discussion.

cials. 
Present Rule Too Rigid. 

According to the Maroon mentor the art 
of blocking punts is one of the best plays in 
football. Under the present ruling a player 
who merely bumps Into the kicker after the 
latter has sent the ball down the field should 
be put out of the game. It generally is the 
case that a player of the defending side 
cannot check - himself quickly enough to 
, avoid bumping into the kicker, and Stagg be- 
lieves the rule should be amended and the 
officials made the sole judges as to whether 
the kicker is roughed intentionally or acci- 
dentally. 

The disqualification of the player who 
roughs the kicker is too severe a penalty. 
In the Chicago-Northwestern game one of 
the best players on the Purple eleven was 
put out of the game because he accidentally 
jolted the Maroon kicker after the latter had 
booted the ball. Before the game the coaches 
of both elevens held a conference, and Coach 
Grady of Northwestern insisted that any 
player who bumped into the kicker should 
be disqualified. The rule was enforced to the 
letter. . 

Action May Be Taken. 

As a number of injuries occur to players 
in’ scrambles after loose balls, the commit- 
tee may take some action on this point. In 
regard to a fumbled ball it would be a good 
thing to have the same rule govern such 
plays as are enforced after Incomplete for. 
ward passes. ‘ 

When the ball is fumbled by the offensive 
team the scramble for the oval could be done 
away with by merely inflicting a penalty of 
a down and putting the ball in play again at 
the point of the preceding down. Incase ofa 
fumble on the kickoff or punts the ball could 
be put in play at the point where it wag 
muffed.

Pres- 
ident Snyder of the M. A. C., thoroughly in 
sympathy with sport for sport's sake, while 
not indifferent to the indirect advertising 
accruing from successful athletics, deter- 
mined to get a capable successor to Brewer.

because with a locked wrist and a quick jerk 
the chances of hitting a ball quite clean are, 
as too many of us know, extremely small.

Difficulties of Sparring. 


There is also at least one other and rather 
more subtie cause. Most people appreciate 
their natural tendency to underciub them- 
selves, and have been told that when indoubt 
between two clubs they should take the more 
powerful; but to be able to obey this rulea 
man must be a good player with a considera- 
ble command over his clubs. To be able de- 
liberately to spare a shot is admittedly a 
rare gift, but in this case a lower standard of 
skill is involved. There are many, many 

who can hit the ball truly when—to 
put actual pressing out of the question—they 
hit it as hard as they can; but assoonas they 
realize thet @ particularly long shot might 
go too far, and that they want no more than 
an easy, steady-going stroke, they are un- 
done.

ties. 

As long as the Lexington track, which gave 
the most important meeting of each season, 
was ‘not a member of the grand circuit it 
hardly seemed wise to take the desired ac- 
tion. Two years ago, however, a number of 
wealthy men whose interest im harness rac- 
ing is purely sentimental and who annually 
spend huge sums in the purchase and cam- 
paigning of horses bought the stock of the 
Lexington track and put E. A. Tipton in 
charge as president and general manager. 

Then the Lexington track joined the Grand 
circuit and all was ready for the change. Mlfr. 
H. K. Devereux of Cleveland, prominent in 


the American Trotting Horse Breeders’ as- \ 


sociation, president of the Grand circuit 
track at Cleveland, and a breeder and cam- 
paigner of trotters, last month contributed 
to the monthly journal which represents the 
Breeders’ association an article calling at- 
tention to the fact that Preisdent Tipton of 
the Lexington track was in favor of the 
Grand circuit taking over the entire manage- 
ment of its affairs, making its own rules and 
penalties, and collecting its own debts. 

Immediately folowing the publication of 
this article came the announcement that the 
Grand circuit stewards and some other peo- 
pie would hold a “ conference ’’ In New York 
City last week, it being pretty plainly inti- 
mated that the object of the confab was to 
arrange a program for the reguiar meeting 
of the stewards in January. 


Ready for Final Action. 

The conference has been held and the stage 
is get for the final tableau. which will pre- 
sent the Grand. circuit making itself into a 
combination of from fifteen to twenty of the 
most important mile tracks in America, 
which tracks hereafter will race under their 
own rules and enforce their own discipline. 

There is no question that the move is a 


good one and that it will succeed. The Grand | 


circuit, as at present organized, includes the 
tracks at Cleveland and Columbus, O.; Grand 
Rapids, Kalamazoo, and Detroit, Mich.; Buf- 
falo, Syracuse, and New York, N. Y.; Salem, 
N. H.: Hartford, Conn.; and Lexington, Ky. 
It Is uncerstood that two accessions to the 
membership for next year are grtain, the 
tracks being those at Boston. Mass., and 
Providence, R. I., both of which in former 
years have hel@ membership. 

It. is the intention of. the men back of the 
present movement to, in. time, if not im- 
mediately, make.any mile track eligible to 
membership provided it agrees to subscribe 
to the rules of the Grand Circuit. 


Cheating Comes Up Again.

By aid of what is termed the “‘ neck yoke” 
in wrestling parlance Ed. Lewis of Lexing- 
ton, Ky., bids fair to becomé one of the great- 
est heavyweight wrestlers America ever has 
produced. It is not improbable that at some 
future date the crown so ably worn by Frank 

Gotch, the Humboldt, Ia., farmer, may rest 

ee the head of the Kentuckian, for he is only 

“kid” in years as well as in the mat game, 
“i still has plenty of time to “ grow.” 

Lewis has forced his way Into the limelight 
with great suddenness through clamping his 
new hold on the necks of many opponents, 
several of whom have appeared prominently 
in the wrestling; game in the last few years. 
The last big match for the Kentuckian wasa 
losing one, but not until after a struggle that 
lasted more than an hour and a half.’ His 
conqueror was Charley Cutler, the Chica- 
goan, and it is only proper to say that it is 
hard to find a better man in the heavyweight 
ranks than this same Cutler. — 

“Neck Yoke” Wins Fall. 

Cutler has been in the gam for several 
years and what he doesn’t w about the 
art is hardly worth knowing, but he fs will-- 
ing to admit-that his struggle with Lewis 
was one of the toughest he ever encountered 
in any arena, made so by the now famous 
“neck . yoke" as applied by the Ken- 
tuckian. Lewis scored a falt in his match 


with Cutler by use of the neek lock, and the 
punishment he inflicted is not likely to be.

Lewis nimbly 
left the ring after the . while Cutler, 
thoroughly exhausted, did not ss assist- 
ance. 

There are many who claim that Lewis’ new 
hold is of the strangle variety. The fact that 
it shuts off the breathing of an opponent 
does not, however, make it a “ strangler,” 
for none of the rules of the game covers a 
grip that is secured in the way Lewis applies 
it from the back of the neck. It is far differ- 


_ @nt from the strangle hold which long ago 
was barred because of its disastrous effects. 


‘Lewis Dubbe “Strangler.” 
Lewis has been dubbed ‘ ‘ Strangler " Lewis 


by those who follow the mat sport, but not 


because of the “ neck yoke,” as might be sup- 
posed. When he was in the primer of wres- 
tling he gained some little fame by applying 
the original strangle hold to his opponents, 
and this, together with the fact that one of 
the most famous mat men the world ever 
knew was named “ Strangler " Lewis, was 
responsible for the handle attached to his 
name. The history of the sport tells plenty 
about the original “ Strangler,’’ Evan Lewis. 
Although Lewis has really been in the game 
only about two years, he spent a great deal 
of his time experimenting on the hold which 
now promises to make him famous. He had 
gained a considerab’e knowledge of the reg- 
ulation holds which are applied when the 
men are on the mat,.and he set about to dis- 
cover tactics that would give him an advan- 
tage while he was ‘contesting with an oppo- 
nent head to head in an effort to gain a grip 
that would bring an opponent to the floor on 
the defensive: He discovered the neck yoke, 
which he calls a neck or head lock.’ First he 
tried the play for the hold with his right arm, 
but changed to the left when he discovered 
‘he could’apply greater leverage that way. 


Famous Hold Paves Way. 

Lewis does not secure his fails With the 
neck yoke. It is simply of the system 
which he had worked out to pin an opponent's 
shoulders to the mat. He secures the'liold 
while standing. His move is to get an 
opponent's right arm’ down in front of; him 
and when he gets this position he places his 
left arm underneath that of his opponent 
from the outside. From this position ‘he 
reaches his left arm up around the neck and 
then clamps on the lock with his right hand 
and forearm. It is next to impossible foran 
opponent to break out of the. grip once it is 
securely locked, and the harder the man. 
whom ft has been applied tries to pull out of 
the farther hie chin is forced down ontc his

His team was 
playing in a small town not far from Grand 
Rapids, and after the game was over he was 
asked if he would meet the star of the town 
in a bout. He agreed and two hours later 


| they. had it out in the opera house before a 


crowd of 300 persons. Lewis won after a 
tough tussle. 

There was not a town in the state that 
didn't have ite champion wrestler, and a 
fellow didn’t have much trouble getting a 
match, although there was little financial re- 
turn. He met several of the other boys in 
the small towne and defeated them. It was 
not until shortly after he had left college, a 
little more than three years ago, that he 
decided to take up wrestling. Freddie Beell, 
the Marshfield star, visited Grand Rapids, 
and as Lewis was the champion of the town 
a match was quickly made. Lewis didn’t 
know how zood Beell was at that time, but it 
didn’t cake him long to find out. 


Describes Match with Beell, 

He describes that match:

ship. Failure to perform these duties in- 
evitably results in government by the few 
and the establishment of specie) privilege 
enjoyed by the few to the detriment of the 
many.

It is idle for men to clamor for rights-tf 
through neglect or indifference they fai) to 
do their full share of public service for the 
common good. Rights will be permanently 
gained whenever duties are performed, not 
otherwise. 

The task of self-goverament sat best beset 
with great difficulties; we as a people have 
taken long steps ahead, but the bigger, rich- 
‘er, and more powerful we grow the greater 
are our trials and dangers. 

' The field of public service changes with our 
growth, and the demand upon each of us to 
do something for the commen good becomes 
steadily greater.

If you 
will take the trouble to think in advance a 
little there is no reason why the Sunday din- 
ner should not be as savory as if you had 
renounced attendance at the house of the 
Lord in order to slave in the kitchen. 

Your dessert you almost always make on 
Saturday. Pudding, pie, custard, - jelly, 
whatever it may be, can be prepared then 
and be ready to go on the table with no fur- 
ther work than ‘perhaps putting it into 
the oven for a few minutes, if it be hot, or 
turning it out of a mold if it belong to the 
gelatin family. Select such vegetables as 


can be cooked the day before—spinach, beans, 


cauliflower, or any of the number of others 
that are improved rather than injured by a 

nd cooking. Or take others and have 
them made ready for the fire-on Saturday 
and put into the fireless cooker with your 
meat on Sunday morning. 

With the fireless cooker you can avoid cold 
meat and yet have much the same freedom 
as if your cooking had been done the day in 
advance. Your vegetables should have been 
prepared on Saturday.

Of course it is all in your point of view. To

This 
we cannot do if we devote the day to cooking 
and washing dishes. These must be done, 
but the labor should be planned and divided 
SO as to ease it as much as possible. 

_The third meal of the day may be a simple 
affair of a more or less picnic character, and 
if you have young people in the family turn 


it over to them and let them have their way 


with it. If they invité a few of their friends 
who have no place of their own, you give an 
added value to Sunday. They can take for 
granted the clearing away and washing of 
dishes as they have done a share in similar 
work and in the care of their own rooms early 
in the day. 

So much for the physica! side ‘a Sunday, if 
you choose to callit so. How sees the im- 
material part of the day? 

Try to make Sunday stand out as a ‘day, of 
special privilege, different frém the other 
days of the wevk, Begin with your little 
children. Make the day different from the 
others and let the possessions they handle 
then have some connection with the religious 
life, directly or indirectly. 

Give yourself to the children on Sunday as 
you-do not on other days. Let them have 
time with you in which you tell them stories, 
or read to them, or sing to them, or walk 


with them. Make them look on it aaa day . 
- of festivity. As they: grow up encourage 


them to bring their friends to the house and 
to feel that it is a home day and their day 
peculiarly. All this need not interfere with 
church and Sunday school, and it need not 
detract in the least from the sacred charac- 
ter of Sunday. Only avoid making this last 
a nuisance to the children or to your hus- 
band. Never let any one under your in- 
fluence feel the day is one to be disliked and 
dreaded, as I have known it to be in some 


. homes.

WOULD like to ask your advice 
about my youngest boy, who is 
sensitive. He is in his fifteenth year, 
good looking, and bright, and has 
passed for his high school grade. 
He says the boys. tease him and the girls 
slight and laugh at him until:he is very un- 
happy. He has always been studious and I 
had set my heart on giving him an educa- 
tion. My other three boys were hard. to 
manage and would not go to school much or 
study, but they aré all working well and 
are good to me. i 
“ My ‘Doy’s ‘teachers tell me he ts entire- 
ly too sensitive, and seneitive children usual- 
ly become selfish men and women, and it’s 
my place to correct him, and the small 
amount of hazing done in the public schools 
doesn’t amount to anything. He was amiable 
and obedient as a small child, byt of late I 
notice gelfishness. Do you think hazing 
would ruin a child’s disposition? 

“One thing that struck me as queer about 
him.was he never took’to the baby who came 
to us two years ago.

HAVE decided that all my screaming against slides, 
dips, andother more or less acrobatic steps is not 
going to do any good, for in every paper or magazine 

I pick up I find pictures of people with one knee bent 
‘and the other limb stretched out apparently two or three 
yards, and wondering just what their ambition is. I read 
Miss Blank and Mr. Blank Blank in their original tango. 

Now there must be a demand for these muscle devel- 
oping steps or everybody would not be doing them, and 
all the papers would not be printing pictures of them. 
So, as I said before, I shall not stop trying to bring the 
world around to my way of tangoing, and go the way 
the wind blows, or, perhaps it would be better to say, the 
way the feet go. 

I have given the correct way to do the tango of South 
America, and if there are still those who don’t like it 
then it is up to me to give them what they want if I 
can. O, believe me, I am not immune from originating 
those lying down sort of steps—in fact, I have made them 
up so full of dips and slides that I could not execute 
them. 

My great stunt is to make up steps for my dances that 
I do on the stage at night after I get into bed, and it 
really is funny to see me trying co do some steps with my 
feet that seemed perfectly simple for-my mind. I often

No Slow Music for This. 

I have called this article “ The North American Tango,” 
as I don’t want it to be thought the same dance as the 
South American, for, as I told you, the real tango can be 
done in a drawing room, and for these new and showy 
steps I should advise a tennis court or baseball diamond 
for practice purposes. One does this dance to the same 
tango music, but: played a shade faster, because if the 
music gets temperamental and slurs while you are down 
on one knee, with the other ‘ g somewhere about and 
trying to look perfectly comfortable—weéll, if it slurs then 
it is apt to leave you kneeling. 

The position is the same (I've written that line so 
much that I feel If introducing some new neck hold as 
in the one step, and now here is where we will send the 
man backwards, just to see if he can go that way.

Ring Around Rosie. 

Here is an easy one: The man stands quite still and 
crosses his right leg over hig left, and with the right toe 
pointing as much to the left as possible, he holds the girl 
lightly around the waist and holds her right hand in his 
left.

“It will,” says Judge Albert C. Barnes of 
the Appellate court.

NNALS of criminology furnish no bet- 

ter proof of the old adage, “ Murder 
will out,” than the case of Herman 

+ Webster Mudgett, known to the world 
as Holmes, the man who built the Holmes 
“ castle.” 

Mudgett was born on a Vermont farm in 
1860. Thirty-five years later he had the in- 
glorious distinction of being branded the “ arch 
fiend of the century.” He was a forger, biga- 
mist, horse thief, defrauder of life insurance 
companies, grafter, and swindler of ingenious 
resourcefulness. , : 

At the age of 20 Mudgett entered the uni- 


‘yersity at Ann Arbor, Mich., from which in- 
stitution he was graduated with the class of. 


‘84. He was regarded as oné of the keenest 
students ever enrolled in the medical depart- 
ment of that university. : 

His first crime of which there is any record 
was evolved while he a freshman at Ann 
Arbor. He connived with a fellow student to 
swindle a life insurance company by having 
the latter take out a policy of $1,000 and 
naming Mudgett as the beneficiary. It was 
Mudgett’s master mind that conceived the plot. 
He and his confederate came into possession 


_of a_corpse that bore a striking resemblance to 


the person who was insured. The body was 
taken to a spot where it was ,“ discovered ” 
by Mudgett, who identified it as the body of 
his friend. In the meantime the co-conspira- 
tor disappeared, and Mudgett collected the in- 
surance. It was the money thus derived that 
enabled him to pursue his studies at the uni- 
versity. 

This was Mudgett’s start on a career of 


crime that ended only at the gallows, many 
. years later.

Mudegett came to Chicago in the late ’80s, 
but he attained no notoriety until 1891.

of considerable note. By transferring the own- 
ership of the hostelry to different persons, 
some of them being mythical, he succeeded in 
procuring goods on bogus eredit under several 
names, and most of the goods disappeared. 
Creditors were closing in on him and he was 


_ forced to flee from Chicago. In a few months 


he returned, and under the assumed name of 
Holmes he erected a four story building at 
Sixty-third and Wallace streets, which became 
celebrated as the Holmes “castle.” It was @ 
strangely constructed building, containing hid- 
den chambers, secret trap doors, and myste- 
rious wires under the flooring, for what pur- 
pose none but the dwner ever knew. « 

Up to this time Mudgett’s hands were not 
stained with the blood of murder. But with 
his occupancy of the “castle,” in which he 
conducted a drug store on the first floor, he 
began plotting crimes that included the taking 
of human life.

Becomes Friendly with Pitzels. 
One of Mudgett’s friends, with whom he be- 


came acquainted in 1890, was Benjamin Pit- 
zel, a man of au inventive turn of mind. Pit- 


,zel’s family lived in St. Louis, and consisted 


of a wife and four small chidren. Mudgett be 
friended the inventor with small loans of 
money, and in this way got his confidence. As 
an evidence of his friendship, Mudgett pro-

posed to Pitzel that he (Pitzel) have his life 
insured for $10,000, the policy payable to Mre, 
Pitzel, and Mudgett would pay the annual pre- 
miums. ; 

The insurance was taken out in November, 
1893, and the ink was hardly dry on the policy 
before Mudgett cancocted a scheme to get hold 
of the $10,000, 


The following summer Mudgett persuaded 
Pitzel te go to Philadelphia, take an assumed 
name, and open a patent office. He was to be 
“found dead” in the office, the old game of 
body substituting would be worked, and Mrs. 
Pitzel would collect the insurance. 

When the matter was broached to Mrs. Pit- 
zel she strenuously objected to the deception, 
but Mudgett finally won her consent. Pitzel 
opened the office on Aug. 17, 1894. 


In furtherance of the plot, Mudgett, who 
had gone to St. Louis, bought a drug store, 
gave a mortgage on it, and then sold the prop- 
erty. He was arrested, and while in jail he 
became acquainted with Marion Hedgespeth, 
who was awaiting trial for train robbery. 

Mudgett became confidential with the train 
robber, and asked him if he knew of a 
“smooth” lawyer in St. Louis. Hedgespeth 
recommended J. D. Howe, whereupon Mudgett 
unfolded his insurance conspiracy to the train 
robber, promising him $500 when the money 
was collected. It was his failure to carry out 
his promise to Hedgespeth that eventually sent 
him to the gallows. | 

Mnadgett’s third wife went from Chicago to 
St. Louis and procured his release on bonds. 
He immediately went to Philadelphia and 
helped Pitzel open the ‘“ patent office.” 

; * 
Separates Children from Mother. 

Among those who visited Pitzel was a car- 
penter, named Smith, whom Pitzel was assist- 
ing in putting a saw set on the market. 
About two weeks after the office was opened 
Smith called ane day and found the occupant 


dead. Pitzel’s face and breast were badly 


burned; a tobacco pipe and a bit of burned 
match, with fragments of a large bottle, were 
strewn about the corpse. Ten days after the 
finding of the body it was buried in the potters’ 
field. 

' Howe, the St. Louis lawyer, showed up in 
Philadelphia a week later with Alice Pitzel, 
the oldest daughter of the \dead man. Mrs. 
Pitzel was assured by Mudgett that her hus- 
band was alive, but that it was necessary for 
the daughter to identify the body as that of 
her father in order to collect the insurance. 
Howe knew nothing of the plot, simply acting 
as an attorney for Mudgett, who hired him to 
go to Philadelphia and make the identification. 
The $10,000 was collected by Howe, who was 
armed with a power of attorney, and he re- 
turned to St. Louis. The widow was given 
$7,200, and Howe kept the remainder as fees 
and expenses. 

After identifying the body of her father, 
Alice Pitzel was kept in the custody of Mud- 
gett. He wrote Mrs. Pitzel that the insurance 
officials were not fully satisfied about the 
identification, and he advised the family to 
remain separated for a while. 

Soon afterward Mudgett induced Mrs. Pitzel 
to let him take two other children, Nellie and 
Howard, to Covington, Ky., where he said 
they would be taken care of by a “nice old 
lady” who was caring for Alice. Mrs. Pitzel 
protested, but, as usual, Mudgett won his 
point. ‘ 

Before. leaving with the children Mudgett 
showed Mrs. Pitzel a note purporting to have 
been signed by Pitzel. It was on an alleged

Mrs. Pitzel, Mudgett took the children to In- 
dianapolis, where he was joined by Alice. 
They lived for some time in a suburb of In- 
dianapolis, and while there one of the children 
“ disappeared.” Later the other two “disap- 
peared.” 

Mndgett believed everything was working 
out smoothly, and be congratulated himself on 
getting rid of the Pitzel children, who mizht 
some day cause him trouble. But in his ava- 
rice for gold he had forgotten Hedgespeth, the 
train robber, to whom he had promised $500. 
Five weeks after Pitsel’s death Hedgespeth 
sent a letter to the chief of police of St. Louis, 
in which he exposed Mudgett’s monstrous 
seheme. One reason for writing the letter was 
revenge, and another was the thought it might 


aid him in obtaining his release from prison. 

Philadelphia detectives traced Mudgett to 
Boston, where he was arrested. He \admitted 
substituting a body for that of ‘Pitgel, and 
averred that Pitzel and his three children were 
then living in Europe. As a. nor 
the children were ever heard from, police 
became convinced that Mudgett was responsi- 
ble for the murder of all. Later Mudgett 
made another statement, in which he asserted 
he had gone to Pitzel's office, found Pitzel dead 
as the result of working with inflammable a- 
terials, and had burned his faced with acid, as 


previously agreed. | 

Nearly a year elapsed before Detective 
Frank Geyer of Philadelphia uncqvered Mud- 
gett’s crimes. He had nothing to work with, 
save pictures of Mudgett and the children and 
several letters which the latter had written to 
their mother while Mudgett was piloting them 
around the country. Mudgett had failed to 
mail these letters and kept them. When ar- 
rested they were found in his pockets. In one 
of them Alice unconsciously told a horrible 
secret: “ Howard is not with us now” ! 
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Geyer put in weeks of unceasing toil and 
hardship before he located a house in Toronto, 
Canada, where Mudgett and th. two Pitael 
girls had resided for a short time. A trap 
door was found in the kitchen, and in the 
cellar below was unearthed the bodies of 
Nellie and Alice Pitzel. They were buried 
three feet below the sur’ ce and quick lime 
strewn over the bodies. The grief stricken 
mother went to Toronto and identified the re- 
mains of her two daughters by their bair and 
the wearing apparel, which was found stuffed 
in a parlor chimney. 

In a suburb of Indianapolis Geyer found + 
cottage which had been rented by Mudgett. A 
set of child’s teeth and bits of bone were 
found im a stove pipe hole in the basement, 
which were supposed to be portions of Howard 
Pitzel, of whom Alice wrote her mother, “ is 
not with us now.”

Sentenced to Hang. 

With these discoveries in Canada and In- 
diana, the Chieago police explored the 
“ castle” in Sixty-third street, but no evidence 


was found of murder having been committed 
there. Bones were found in a furnace, but 
they were not identified as those of a human 
being. 

One of the strange things found in the 
cellar of the “castle” was a large tank, in 
which, Holmes represented to the credulous, he 
could manufacture artificial gas at 5 cente a 
thousand cubic feet. The tank was filled with 
foul smelling water, and contained a quantity 
of old metals. Gas pipes were run through 
the tank from the bottom, and it was the gas 
thus secured that Mudgett made his dupes 
believe came from the “mysterious ingre- 
dients” in the vat. Several persons bought 
stock in the “company” of which Mudgett 
was president. 

After completing the chain of evidence that 
Mudgett was the slayer of Pitzel and his three 
ehildren, Detective Geyer returned to Phila- 
delphia and was a leading figure in the prose- 
cution of the accused. Mudgett was placed 
on trial Oct. 28, 1895, and on Nov. 2 he was 
found guilty and sentenced to be hanged. 

Before expiating his crime on the gibbet he 
wrote a cold-blooded confession in which he 
declared his mania for torturing had led him 


to murder a dozen persons.

A List of the Holmes Murders. 


While conducting a drug store in the “ Cas- 
tle” in June, 1898, Mudgett, then known a+ 
Holmes, engaged Miss Minnie Williams as his 
stenographer. He made her secretary of fhe 
Campbell-Yates Manufacturing company, one 
of the many fake concerns operated by him te 
fleece the public. 

Mudgett fell in love with Miss Williams and 
furnished a flat which they were to occupy on 
getting married. A sister of the woman came 
to Chicago from Fort Worth, Tex., to be pres- 
ent at the wedding. She was younger and 
prettier than Minnie, and the elder sister grew 
inaanely jealous of her. One day in a mad 
rage she struck the younger sister over the 
head with a stool, killing her. To save the 
woman, whom he had not yet married, Mudg- 
ett put the body in a trunk, weighted with 
stones, and sunk it in the lake. 

The slain woman had property in Texas val- 
ued at $25,000. Holmes took possession of 
it and with Pitzel went through the Lone Star 
state buying carloads of horses on notes of 
this property, but as they never had a legal 
title to the estate the notes were worthless. 

During all this time Mudgett had a wife and 
three children living at Wilmette. 

It was established conclusively, both from 
Mudgett’s confession and subsequent investiga- 
tion, that he murdered: 

Bmitine C. Cigrand, one of the first stenog- 
raphers to work for Mudgett at “ The Castle. 
She was cremated. ae 

Mra. Julia L. Conner, a divorced 
employed as bookkeeper at “The Castle.” 
Mudgett insured her life, then killed her. 

Pearl Conner, £ year old daughter of Julia. 
The child knew too much about her mother’s 
relations with Mudgett. 

Robert E. Phelps, a young man who mar- 
ried Miss Cigrand, thus incurring Mudgett's 
displeasure. 

Benjamin Pitzel, his partner in erime and 
sharer in the spoils of their murderous opera- 
tions. 

Alice and Nellie Pitzel, daughters of Pitzel, 
murdered because Mudgett feared betrayal by 
them. 

Howard Pitzel, son of Ben Pitzel. 

Fimily Van Tassell, a girl who worked for 
Mudgett at “ The Castle.” 

Minnie Williams, third bigamous “ wife.”

On the scaffold while waiting for the trap to 

b> sprung Mudgett repudiated his written con- 
fession and denied «imost every crime attrib- 
uted to him. Léfting his hand for silence, be 
said: : 
“T have very few words to say. In fact, I 
would make no remarks at this time but for 
my feeling that in not speaking I would ap- 
pear to acquiesce in my execution. 

“I wish to say only that the extent of my 
wrongdoing in taking human life is the killing 
of two women—they having died by my hand 
as the result of criminal operations. — 

“I wish also to state here, so that there can 
be no chance of misunderstanding hereafter, 
that I am not guilty of taking the lives of any 
of the Pitzel family, the three childrep or the 
father, Benjamin F. Pitzel, of whose death I 
was convicted and for which I am to hang 
today. That is all I have to say.” 

Mudgett’s last night on earth was spent in 
reading a comic paper, after which 
soundly. A Tew weeks before that he 
braced religion, and he went to his doom 
the effrontery so characteristic !

stood man of the American stage. 

But he becomes more real, more lovable, 
too, as Miss Margaret Wycherly is reminis- 
cent about him. She had her first training in 
this country with Richard Mansfield and 
appeared with him during his last tour in 
repertory. : 

“Ge aften we are reminded of Mr. Mans- 
Gela’s gruffness. his irritability, and his 
@hiidish impatience,”’ says Miss Wycherly, 
@whe ts the wife of the author of “ Within the 
law.” ‘“ Yet really he was a wonderfully 
patient man—far more patient than you 
would expect so high strung, nervous, and 
highly artistic person to be. * 

“When I am told of his whimsicalities I 
always recall the first rehearsal with him 
that I attended. I know of no incident that 
so completely reveals his real character. 

“To him a rehearsal demanded the same 
painstaking and thoroughness that a. regu- 
lar performance was expected to have. Like 
most brilliant men, he disliked to be delayed 
by some lackadaisical or stupid member of 
the aggregation. 

“Tn his company there was a very hand- 
gome, beautifully groomed woman, who was 
useful for the so-called ‘ grande dame * parts. 
I won't mention her name, for she is still on 
the stage, and it wouldn't be quite fair. 

* Because of a sudden vacancy he was 
forced to cast her for the réle of the German 
housekeeper in ‘ The First Violin." She was 

temperamentally unsuited for the role. She 
- @idn’t like it particularly, and she had her 
Own ideas of how to pley It. 
“ # In one scene she is supposed to lend hu- 
mor to the scene by standing on the staircase 
and shouting down, like any slatternly land- 
lady, to her girl, “ Lena, Lena, bring up a 
couple of sausages and a little sauerkraut.” 

“She said it—like a lady ordering her car- 
viage. . 

“For a moment Mansfield stood aghast. 
Then he suggested quietly, ‘ You didn’t quite 
get the idea,’ and he carefully took her po- 
sition on the stairs and acted out the part of 
the German landlady, acted it inimitably. 

“Still the ‘grande dame’ in question 
couldn't seem to coarsen her voice and con- 
tinued to speak her lines In a very cultured 
intonation. Very patiently, Mansfield took 
ber over the same scene six or eight times. 

“ Finally, she said somewhat flustered, 
‘Oh, Mr. Mansfield, don’t worry, it will gome 
to me all right at the performance”. 

“That piqued him. He stood off, gazed at 
her a moment and then blazed forth. 

““*T’ve heard of those heaven-sent charac- 
terizations that fall on one after the curtain 
has been raised,’ he exclaimed. ‘ But I have 
never in my life seen one, and you needn't 
expect that any Is going to fall on you.’ 

“His tone was bitterly sarcastic and the 
* grande dame’ began to cry. 

“*Do you see that?’ he exclaimed, an- 
grily to the company. *She weeps. I pre- 
_ @ume she says that I have a nasty temper, 
that Iam unreasonable, that I am impatient. 
I call you to witness whether I have been im- 
patient or patient. Now,’ and he turned to 
her again, ‘I suppose that you are going out 
and call me a brute?’ 

“* Why, Mr. Mansfield,’ she exclaimed, ‘I 
Bave never calle@ you a brute I have al- 

ways ways thought that you were a gentieman.’ 

Pray Gisabuse your mind,’ he retorted, 
euttingly. ‘Iam nota gentleman I have 
never been a gentleman. Ym just a plain, 
har@ working laboring man. Ané ali that 
I ask is that people do their work.’ 
“In the same company wes a goléen hatred 
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genue role in ‘The First Violin’ she tried 
to adapt herself to the part as she under- 
stood it. She wore a wig among other 
things and very much altered her appear- 
ance. 

“ At the’ Gress’ rehearsal, Richard Mans- 
field did not see her until she entered the 
scene. 

“ His character dropped from him like - 
cloak. 

“* You are a sight!’ he shouted. ‘ You're 
an object. What on earth do you look like 
that for? .Welil, go on.’ 

“ The act proceeded. At the close he came 
upon her in the wings, sobbing bitterly. He 
had forgotten the whole ‘incident. 

“ ' What's this?’ heasked. ‘ Hassome one 
hurt you? Has some one insultéd you? Tell 
me. I'll gofor him. I'll bring himand make 
him apologize.’ 

“She explained that it was his own re- 
marks. He was plainly disturbed. 

“‘*‘Why, why,’ he exclaimed, ‘I merety 
said you were a sight. You were, you are. 
But that is nothing to cry over. That is 
something to correct. There is no harm fn 
telling you what I think. Iam doing you the 
favor of friendship. An artist tells another 
artist how a picture misses its appeal, and 
urges him to correct it. Now you are a 
sight. Go fix youself.’ 

** These pointed, direct criticisms, he prob- 
ably was aware, wefe just the kind of barbs. 
to stick in one’s memory and to make one 
profit by the experience. 

“T remember one case in point. The old. 
organist in ‘ The First Violin ’ was a man of 
perhaps 35. In simulating age, he spoke 
in a high, squeaky voice. Mr. Mansfield in- 
dicated the way it should be played, and 
even acted through the entire réle to make 
every line clear tothe actor. The young man 
continued in the old squeaky rut. 

“* Why squeal?’ asked Mansfield. 

“ * Because I am trying to act an old man, 
and old men have squeaking voices,’ replied 
the actor. 

* * You don’t sound like an old man,’ Mana- 
field said sharply. .‘ You sound like a young 
man with a stomach ache." 

'“'The actor altered his enunciation and 
made a small masterpiece of his part. Satire 
had done its work. 

“In the rehearsals Mr. Mansfield fathered 
the company, 

“He always tried to save himself rome- 
what. But within five minutes after he had 
gepoken, hip first line, he was back in his part, 
putting forth his best self as intensely ae if he 
were: acting before an audience. This tre-~ 
mendous application of nervous force prob- 
ably made him supersensitive to any laxness 
on the part of the members of his company. 
He wae #0 highly strung that he appeared to 
be affected by hiw roles, I do not believe that Pp 
there is one-tenth of the feeling put into « 
part on the stage that certain actors lead us 
to believe. The player that really feels and 
enters Into his part is truly a very rare ob- 
ject. But Mr. Mansfield was one that actual- 
ly seemed a changed man. 

“Nights when he played ‘Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde,’ the whole company remained 
away from him, players, stage manager, and 
manager. On nighte when he played ‘ Beau 


' Brammel,’ wn the other hand, he was the 


most likable, ingenucus man imaginable. He 
paseed pretty compliments, chatted lightly 
and affably, and was wholly unlike the Mr. 
Manefield of ‘ Dr.. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.’ 
“Once one perceived how supersénsitive 
his nature wes, how much tt was affected by 
the environment, 4nd how completely en- 
veloped he was in his life work, ail the pecu- 
Marities were, forgotten:and you knew him

“In your article in THe TRIBUNE of last 
Sunday you say: ‘The ultimate success 
of the monument [Mr. Taft's “ Foun- 
tain of Time’’] depends, one must re- 
member, not in the least upon the poetic 
beauty of the idea, but wholly upon the 
sculpturesque values of the expression of 
that idea in stone.’ I regard this as an ex- 
treme overstatement. In common, I believe, 
with the overwhelming majority of the in- 
terested public, I attach great importance to 
the idea or spiritual meaning of a work of 
art. The idea in the case of a public monu- 
ment ought to be one ‘ understanded of the 
people,’ and in the case of a monument on 
the Midway it ought to be joyful, or at least 
courageous and hopeful.

dark ages—in the time she was in thirty years 
ago with reference to public work of all kinds, 
as was evidenced by the unsafe and inartistic 
public buildings erected at thattime. Money 
can be a curse to a city if an attempt be 
made to buy an artistic inheritance outright. 
All the money in the world cannot make a 
Paris of Chicago forthwith and outright. 
There can be no artistic attainment except 
by evolution. To agree now upon the ex- 
Penditure of the large sum involved in the 
Taft pian, and so bind the city for a number 
of years to this one narrow, egregious scheme 
for spending money, would result in a situa- 
tion that would make Chicago ridiculous 
before the world. The plan involves a mini- 
mum of benefit at a maximum of cost. Chi- 
cago is in dire need of street fountains, and 
they should be works of art, if no more than 
concrete troughs. But these fountains 
should be where they can fulfill a real need. 
There should be hundreds of these fountains 
at street intersections. A fountain properly 
is a place where water is drawn for a useful 
purpose, and, in addition, it may be pleasing 
to the eye.

Critics, professional and othtrwise, who 
watch the exhibitions year after year, in- 
evitably look for the new note, pause before 
the artist who has something different to 
say. If the critic is instinctively conserva- 
tive, he questions or abuses the innovator; 
if radical, he weloomes him. But in either 
case he finds it difficult to be just to the 
artists who, having struck a certain gait 
along a certain road, are satisfied to con- 
tinue with little change of subject or 
method 

So, in the present exhibition at the insti- 
tute, many of our landscape and marine 
painters cling so closely to their chosen path 
that one seems to see their muscles stiffen in 
it and their inspiration became worn; when 
perhaps the fault ie with one’s own eyes, 
which weary of the repeated story and do 
not see that the artist approaches his sub- 
ject with fresh hope and a new joy. 

I am moved to this self-questioning espe- 
cially by our painters of winter. The only 
rural snow pictures on the walls which have 
any value for me beyond literal accuracy 
are Ernest Lawson's “Snow and Melting 
Ice” and William Wendt's “ Mountain In- 
finity.”

imaginative work by one of the ablest young 
Americans now resident in Paris. Bruce 
Crane and Leonard Ochtman are rather per- 
functory this year. 


The large central gallery, No. 27, contains 
Mr. Redfield’s gold medal snow scene, and 
the Chicago prize picture by O. D. Grover, 
* June Morhing on Lake Orta.”’ In this class 
of subject Mr. Grover is much stronger than 
in figures; he never expressed better the soft 
beauty of Italian scenery and the luminous 
clarity of Italian color. Charlies B. Hallberg, 
another Chicago artist who becomes more ex- 
pert from year to year, has a large blue ma- 
rine in this room, near a strong gray one by 
Woodbury. Th mountain landscapes are 
interesting—Jogeph H. Boston's ‘* White- 
face,” Jessie B. Evans’ “‘ Superstition Moun- 
tain,” and L. H. Meakin's “In British Co- 
lumbia,"’ one of the best things he has done. 
Eugenie Glamon, painter of sheep, sur- 
prises us with a fine quiet green landscape, 
* An Illinois Pasture."" And Catherine Wat- 
kins offers an admirable “‘ Old Street in Pic- 
ardy,” broadly handled and full of color. 


In the next small gallery, No. 28, the 
beauty of Henry O. Tanner’s “ Palace of 
Justice, Tangier,’ holde one enthralled. This 
is a finer quality of poetic feeling and of 
fluid calor, like earth silvered Persian pot- 
tery, in this little picture than in most of 
this artist's more ambitious scriptural sub- 
jects. It is, ih short, a masterpiece of its 
kind, which should be added to the institute 
collection. Elliott Daingerfield’s moonlight 
dance is one of his best—the children really 
dance—and there fs a fresh marine here by 
Gertrude Fiske and a landscape by Leon 
Roecker. 


The last gallery, in the corner, contains 
Jonas Lie’s “Where the Brooks Meet,” a 
rather mistaken effort of an interesting 
painter; also characteristic works by C. H. 
Davis and William Ritschel, a strong, boldly 
handled study of fields by a Milwaukee artist, 
Emily Groom; a fine purple and green sun 
kissed mduntain, very spirited, by Raymond 
Johnson; @ wharf scene by A. F. Kleiminger; 
and a beautiful pearly moonlight study of an 
old stone house, river, and swans by Edgar 
S. Cameron, one of the best things he has 
done. ‘ 


An important work of early sixteenth cen- 
tury German art has been lent to the insti- 
tute by Martin L. Ryerson. This is a trip- 
tych, a Madonna and saints, by Sebastian 
Schell, or Schel, “ painter of Innspriick,”’ as 
he called himself. The folding leaves, bear- 
ing figures of saints on the outside, have 
been closed most of the time for centuries, 
so that the three panels inside are in perfect 
condition. 

The work is a rhythmical, carefully bal- 
anced composition of exceeding beauty. 
Though primarily German in feeling and 
style, it shows also a strong Italian influ- 
ence.

The last thing: to be done is ¢o cover the 
entire car with a huge piece of drilling in 
order to keep out dust and thus protect it 
not only from dirt but from dampness as 
well. It shou)d, however, be occasionally 
aired in order that moisture may not ac- 
cumulate under the cover, although this is 
not apt to take place unless the tempera- 
ture changes matefially. 

As a matter of fact the springs require 
more attention than any other part of the 
car because these have been neglected and 
have accumulated rust through driving in 
wet weather and from frequent washing 
The spring leaves should be spread and oi! 
inserted between .them. Still better, they 
should be removed entirely by a competent 
spring. repair man and be thoroughly pol- 
ished and graphited before the car i laid 
up. Every car that is to be stored for the 
entire winter or for a period of shree to four 
monthe is Yar better in some place where it 
can be given required attention, but the 
work should be supervised by the owner. 
otherwise unscrupulous workmen may for- 
get to do many things that should be done 
and the car will not. be in the condition it 
should.

A reader of Tum Tripunm asks some in- 
formation regarding what he believes to be 
the trouble with the piston in his motor, inas- 
much as he thinks he is having consider- 
able trouble on account of their becoming 
worn, because the car is two years old. In 
a modern car there is little likelihood of trou- 
ble with the pistons, which are naturally 
made to properly fit the cylinder. There is 
a possibility of the rings becoming worn or 
the slots becoming in line so as to permit 
tLe gas to escape past them. 


It is only after a‘number of years of hard 
use phat a properly designed cylinder will 
wear oval to any extent, and in this case 
the only remedy is to have the cylinder re- 
ground and to put in rings made to fit the new 
size. It is an easy matter to discover wheth- 
er the trouble is through the cylinder being 
out of round or whether the gas is escaping 
past the rings. In: the letter case there 
will be a brown spot on the ring. Where a 
dark spot appears on.the ring it Indicates 
that gas has been escaping past this point, 
and if the ring slots are not in line the rings 
should be renewed, and, at the same time, 
it will be well for a competent mechanic to 
measure the cylinders to see if they are true. 


In taking off a cylinder to examine the 
piston it is advisable not to move it one way 
or the other, so that the position of the slot 
of the rings may be determined. The slots 
should be equally spaced. If there are three 
rings they should be set equally around the 
piston, anf if there are four rings they. 
should be on quarters. :

In all probability there is little likelihood 
of loss of compression past the ring. This 
can only be determined after the valves have 
been thoroughly ground and the valve caps 
made tight, so as to be sure that the leak 
does not occur at this point. An examina- 
tion of the ring will be the means of deter- 
mining whether there is any loss of com- 
pression. If they show bright all the way 
around it may be taken for granted there is 
no trouble at this point.

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'|Elaborate Pro gram for Good Roads Meetini

RED MATEER, who is making ar- 

rangements for the convention of Cook 

| county road offictals at the Hotel Sher- 

man tomorrow, tn behalf of the Cook 

county board of commissioners yes- 

terday announced the program. It is as fol- 
lows: 

A meeting of the township road officials 
will be held at 10 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing for the purpose of organizing a per- 
Manent association. 

At 1 o’clock the guests at the conven- 
tion will inspect the first mile of concrete 
road ever constructed im Cook county at 
Niles center. 

At 6:30 o'clock a dinner will be given at 
the Hotel Sherman. Men prominent in 
the good roads movement will deliver 
short addresses. 

Three hundred acceptances for the con- 
vention already have come to the hands of 
Mr. Mateer. Nearly every township road 
official has agreed to be present. A majority 
of the members of the board of county com- 
missioners will be there, and a number of 
men who occupy no official position, but 
whose interest in good roads is more general 
than selfish, also have accepted invitations. 

George M. Marshall, superintendent of the 
road construction branch of the United 
States road office at Washington, will ad- 
dress the township officials at the morning 
session. He is an authority on the subject 
of organization, and his remarks are expected 
to facilitate the plan of the organizers of 
the convention in securing an alliance of the 
township officials. 

The banquet program is elaborate. Sev- 
eral of the most prominent men in the good 
roads movement will speak. The list of 
speakers and their subjects follows: 

“Concrete roads of Wayne county, 
Mich.,"" Edward Hines, Detroit. 

*‘ Different Phases of Road Construc- 
tion,’’ George Marshall, Washington, D. C.

John J. Gard, chairman of the roads and 
bridges committee of the board of county 
commissioners, will nominate the roads in 
the county that the committee has decided 
shall be improved next year under the atate 
aid plan. His announcement will follow the 
program offered by the various speakers. 
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The tenth annua! convention of the Amer- 
ican Road Builders’ association will open in 
the First Regiment armory at Philadelphia 
on Dec. 8, It will be in session four days, 
closing on Dec. 12. A. N. Johnson, state 
highway engineer of lllinois, and Linn White, 
chief engineer south park commissioners, 
Chicago, are on the program. Mr. Johnson 
will discuss “ Highway Officials, Their Du- 
ties and Powers,’’ and Mr. White will present 
a paper on “* Bituminous Macadam and Bitu- 
minous Concrete.” 

For those who are not acquainted with the 
American Road Builders’ association let it 
be known that the association was organized 
eleven years ago, and is, therefore, the 
pioneer association of ite kind. Its member- 
ship covers both the United States and Can- 
ada, and embraces the men who are consid- 
ered the leaders in the work of practical 
road and street improvement. Briefly stat- 
ed, the aims and objects of the association 
are as.follows: 

First—To unite in a national organization 
all those in the United States and provinces 
of Canada who are actively engaged In laying 
out or supervising the work of construction 
and the maintenance of roads and streets, 
and all others specially interested in high- 
way improvement. 

Second—To carry on a campaign of educa-~- 


tion, and thereby raise the standard of road 
building and street paving. 

Third—At its convention to devote its ses- 
sions primarily to the presentation of papers 
and to discussions on the practical questions 
connected with the design, construction, anu 
maintenance of rural and urban highways. 

The annual meeting of the American Road 
Builders’ association is invariably held late 
in the season, after the work of road bulld- 
ing has come to a close, to enable the road 
and ...eet officials, contractors, etc., to at- 
tend without interference with their work. 
These conventions, which are held ag con- 
gresses to which not only the members of 
the association are invited, but every one who 
is in any way interested in the subject of 
highway improvement is made welcome. This 
meeting is the event of the year among road 
builders. It affords them an opportunity that 
can be secured M no other way to come to- 
gether, get acquainted, and exchange expe- 
rences.

The program has been prepared with 
special reference to bringing out full and 
free discussion on the various subjects con- 
sidered. The range of topics is intended to 
cover every phase of highway improvement 
which comes under the three general 
divisions—organization, construction, and 
maintenance. The plan inaugurated at 
Rochester and followed at Cincinnati, of pre- 
senting short papers to introduce a subject 
and allow ample time for discussion, has 
been followed in the Philadelphia program. 


To add to the interest and value of the 
convention and congress, an exhibition or 
show of road and paving materials, machin- 
ery, appliances, methods of construction, 
etc., is on the program. The first success- 
ful exhibition of this kind was given under 
the auspices of the American Road Builders’ 
association at the meeting in Columbus, 
O., in 1909. .

The 
repairman says he needs it open in tuning up 
an engine, that he may hear if it is hitting 
on all four cylinders. The average driver 
says: ‘I just love to hear the explosions.’ 


“ When asked by the writer why his cont- 
pany did not put a muffler cutout on its car, 
the engineer of a famous automobile fac- 
tory said: ‘The trade has been demanding 
for years a noiseless engine; you want quiet, 
and now you come to me for an attachment 
to make more noise than a dozen cars with- 
out it.’ 


“ There are few cities in the United States 
with grades long and steep enough to make 
the uge of the cutout practical. At least In- 
dianapolis has none, and we are not so large 
that there are pot places near enough out- 
side of the congested district for the proper 
testing of engines, so we must conclude that 
the Fourth of July firecracker spirit must be 
uppermost in the man who ‘ just loves te 
hear those explosions.’ 

“We admit his patriotism, but there is ne 
necessity for expressing it in that way. A 
man rushing up and down resident streets 
regardless of the hour, of speed, of noise, of 
the tired, the aged, the sick—in fact, the 
large body of the general public—is 
sary, unjust, and illegal, and from the three 
above statements it must be deduced that 
he who is using the muffler cutout so freely 
is either thoughtless or deliberately break- 
ing the law.

Mary had entered this happy state 
through a trust—a washerwoman's trust. 

While her clothes were being ironed by a 
mangle at the “trust ’’ she sat at home in 
rocking chair in regalement. My basket of 
clothes had been ifoned for her at a cost of 
18 cents, she said. The price she charged me 
was $2.10. This is why she hired herself to 
me in joy, where hitherto she had appeared 
in woe,

Saves Legs and Gas. 


“I got not to walk off my legs,” said Mary. 
“ With them irons I was crazy. Now I go to 
Mrs. Wagner in Loomis street. Down in the 
» basement she has a mangle. I pay her 3 
“ents Yar @ roller of clothes on the mangle. 
Sometimes I have five and six rollers full and 
I have all my cothes smoothed for 15 or 18 
cents. I save my legs and my gas. And Il 
have time to go for more clothes. I iron the 
shirtwaists and particular things. Every- 
thing else goes through the mangle.” 

The washerwomen of West Bighteenth 
atreet are business women. Within a radius 
of a few blocks there are five mangles owned 
by women for service at a cost of from 2 to 
5 centsaroller. The competition between the 
mangle owners for business has cut the prices 
for the washerwomen several times. 


The washerwomen take baskets of colthes 
2nd leave them to be . They return 
home and wait. Then they go for their bas- 
kets and pay by agreement so much for s 
roller. They deliver the basket to the owner 
of the clothes a few hours later and go for 
more laundry elsewhere. Thus the washer- 
woman has increased her speed and her prof- 
its—by this method of quick work with a 
machine. Patrons prefer the luster left by 
the mangle on sheets, towels, and linens to 
the old way of ironing. So the washerwomen 
are encouraged to save their “ legs" and 
their “ gas,"

No Blue Mondays. 

Hand ironing in West Bighteenth street 
already has become a remembrance—a dire, 
woeful memory. For housewives who are 
compelled to do their own laundry areenthu- 
silastic patrons of the mangles. They, too. 
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carry their baskets of clothes to be mangled 
at 5 cents a roller and are relieved of the 
woes attending ‘“‘ blue Mondays.” Thus they 
have a laundry in their homes, as it were. 
Laundry owners have not all the machinery 
in their establishments since washerwomen 
have become inventive and businesslike. 

The dream in life of most washerwomen is 
to save enough money to buy a mangle. Itis 
a large and expensive machine—costg prob- 
ably $200—but insures independence. Many 
washerwomen who have aged at washing in- 
vest in a mangle—as they can do nothing else 
—to hire out by the roller to other washer- 
women who have not aged. To be able to 
keep a mangle the women rent a store build- 
ing, put out a Yas “ Electric Mangle,"’ and 
go in for business regularly. They earn from 
$18 to $35 a week, according to their strength 

Mary's ambition is to rent such a store 
building and have such a mangle, and this 
ambition makes her happy. And she makes 
me happy by bringing my clothes on time 
since she uses the mangle “ by Mrs. Wag- 
ner.””

Who says romance is dead in Chicago?

EW spines for old! Making heelthy, 
happy youngsters out of those start- 
ing to grow ugly humpe on their backs 
-thid is what is being done free for 
the crippled ch of Chicago. 

In the last year twe children have been 
operated on for tubercular spines in the Chil- 
Gren’s Menioriai hospital and the Home for 
’ Destitute Crippled Children. All but one 
have been pronounced cure@i That means 
nineteen straight backs that would have been 
bent inte ugly shapes; nineteen happy people 
who can walk out on the streets without ex- 
citing the pitying disgust of their fellow men; 
almost twenty people capable of competing 
w:th others on a fair basis in the wage earn- 
ing game. 

The operations have been conducted under 
the auspices of Rush Medical college and the 
Chicago Policlinic by Dr. Edwin W. Ryerson, 
assistant professor of orthopedic surgery in 
one institution and professor of that subject 
in the other.

It con- 
sists of making a circuler cut inthe back and 
laying the skin and flesh back.

HISTORY OF MOVEMENT IS TOLD 


BY M F. HORINE.” 
[Union Stock Yards and Transit Company.] 
OST people in Chicago who read this 
article will be surprised to learn that 
for thirteen years ince 1°” thére 
has been held at the stockyards each 
year during the first week of Decem- . 
ber the greatest show of any kind held ir 
Chicago since the World's Fair of 1893. 

They will be surprised to learn also that 
the Chicago Union stockyards is not only the 
greatest market of its kind, but the greatest 
market of any kind tn the world. 

The annual international live stock expos 
tion with its vast international amphithea- 
ter and twenty or more adjoining buildings, 
besides a hundred acres of pens all filled with 
10,000 to 12,000 of the finest animals on earth, 
is only one of its many adjuncts. 

For this reason it builds up the tremen- 
dous business of the market, which last year 
amounted to the stupendous total of over 
$375,000,000, or an average of more than 
$1,250,000 worth of livirg property sold ané 
delivered every business day of the year. 


Packingtown Not Included. 

Thete sums cover the yearly and daily 
average trangactions on the live stock mar- 
ket alone and do not include a single dollar 
of the enormous transactions of Packing- 
town, these two districts being <ntirely sep- 
arate, independent, and distinct In owner- 
ship, mapagement. and geographical loca- 
tion. Packingtown lying back of and adjoin- 
ing the "nion Stockyards proper. 

The men who own and manage the stock- 
yards and who financed and inaugurated the 
Intérnational stock show have no interest 
in the Union Stockyards proper except as 
patrons of the market. the same as other 
buyers. 

Neither have they any more interest in the 
International Live Stock exposition than as 
exhibiters, this great show having been pro- 
jected and created by the live stock and agri- 
cultural interests of the United States in co- 
operation witn tne railroad and live stogk 
market interests of Chicago. 


Object of Show Told. 

The Union Stockyard and Transit com- 
pany of Chicago furnished the site and facill- 
ties for this show, not as a money making 
scheme nor as an advertisement of any one 
interest but for the purpose of benefiting the 
entire live stock and agricultural interests 
of the country. It was willing to accept for 
reward its share in the general increase of 
prosperity to the industry resulting from the 
movernent. 

The projectors of the International Live 
Stock exposition met at Chicago in the fall 
of 1899 and made a careful survey of con- 
ditions pertaining to the live stock industry 
and general agriculture throughout the Unit- 
ed States, from which they reached the con- 
clusion that an era of increased and improved 
live stock production was an absolute neces- 
sity in order to prevent a most sérious 
scarcity of animals and meats and a further | 
decline in the fertility of the sofl on the 
farms of the middle west, upon the preserva- 
tion of which must necessarily depend the 
continued success of both stock raising and 


crop growing. 
See Problems to Be Met. 


They saw that live stock production was 
nt keeping pace with the Increase of popu- 
ta‘ion In the United States; that a sure and 
rapid decrease in the supply of meat animals 
from the ranges must be looked for owing to 
overgrazing, settlements, and restrictions by 
legislation, both local and national; that 
among the stock raisers and farmers 
throughout the middle west there was a lack 
of knowledge as to the benefits and profits to 
ge derived from breeding and feeding a betiee 
class of stock. 

They saw also that there had beena faflure 
to understand that henceforth the nation 
must depend mainly upon them for. its sup- 
plies of meat and éraft animals, both for do- 
mestic use and for export. They looked anead 
and saw that the population of the United 
States was growing rapidly, but the produc- 
ine area could not expand and that henece- 
forth intensive use of productive capacity 
must be relied upon to supply the increased 
needs of an increasing population. 

Efforts had been made by various live stock 
associations and by the live stock and agri- 
cultural press to arouse the stockmen and 
farmers of the country generally toe rea liza- 
tion of these.facts and the necessity of in~ 
creasing and improving their holdings of live 
stock, but such efforts had been without gen- 
eral leadership, without concrete incentive,

WORK VALUE NOT ALL. 


Breeds Held of Greatest Worth to 
Farmers May Be Seen at 
Exposition.

Members of the Percheron Society of Amer- 
joa will show more than $750,000 of Percheron 
stallions, mares and youngsters at the expo- 
gition.

These breeding horses have made possible 
guch teams as the Armour grays and other 
horses that are doing more to reduce the cost

Large yields of corn, wheat, barley, and 
oats per acre, when general, cheapen the 
price of such grains yet leave a profit to the 
farmer. Large yields with lower prices also 
make it possible to produce cattle, sheep, and 
hogs at a lower cost. Farm products become 
available to the ultimate consumer at less 
eost and producers are at the same time ben- 
efited. 

Profits are greatest to farmers when yields 
are large and graine are cheap enough to 
warrant general production of live stock. 
Stock farming is the cheapest and surest 
mode of maintaining the fertility of the land. 


Abundant Power Necessary. 
Large yields per acre can be obtained only 


when the soil is fertile and the land is so |- This is why Percheron studs have been es- 


tilled as to put it in the best physical condi- 
tion; so tilled as to make seeding possible 
at the right time; so tilled as to prevent the 
growth of weeds and promote the develop- 
ment of the crops.

Cites Lift Draft Case. 

A short distance west of Chicago is lo- 
cated a farm owned and operated by a friend 
of the writer. In the spring of 1913, in pur- 
chasing teams, the friend found draft horses 
go high that he purchased light horses in- 
stead—horses that would average around 
1,200 pounds in weight. When his place was 
visited in the spring he was plowing corn 
stubble ground with two sulky plows, each 
cutting a furrow 5% inches deep by 14 inches 
- wide, and was using three horses on sach 


The ground was dry and the load was so 
great that it was necessary to rest the teams 


_ four or five minutes at the end of each 
found.

Cites Heavy Draft Example. 

Near Blandinsville, Il., lives another friend 
of the writer whose operations also have been 
under observation. He uses draft horses 
averaging around 1,700 pounds each. In 
plowing he used four Percheron mares anda 
gang plow consisting of two plows, each cut- 
ting a furrow six inches deep by fourteen 
inches wide.

The Da- 
kotas and Canada, with greatest experience 
with this form of farm power, are returning 
to draft horses, largely because of the in- 
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jurious effect resulting from the packing of 
the soll by heavy tractors. 

Auto trucks in the large cities are giving 
very satisfactory service and in certain 
classes of traffic are immeasurably superior 
to horses. Careful inquiry made by the 
writer of forty-eight of the leading business 
firms in Chicago, with the promise that their 
names should not be revealed, brought out 
one highly important fact: More than 75 per 
cent of the firms in question had found draft 
horses more economical than auto trucks on 
hauls under three miles; the auto trucks 
most efficient on hauls over seven miles. 

There is therefore a rapid development 
along the line of using both draft horses and 
auto trucks, using each for the class of work 
to which it is best adapted. This applies only 
to the draft horses—horses weighing 3,200 or 
over per pair.

The outcome of these considerations was 
the projection of the International live stock 
exposition at the Chicago union stock 
yards as a broad educational factor for 
all the people. 

With these purposes in view a meeting of 
promiment representatives of the national 
pure-bred live stock record associations, the 
agricultural colleges, and the agricultural 
press together with the railroad and live 
stock market interests of Chicago was held 
at the hall of the Chicago Live Stock ex- 
change on Nov. 24, 1899, for the purpose of 
discussing the subject and forming some 
definite plan of action which should arouse 
a broad general interest and work a broad 
general improvement in the live stock and 
agricultural conditions of the whole country.

Exmoor Horns Are to Be One 
‘Feature of International 
Live Stock Show. 


OF 


GOOD WOOL AND MUTTON. 


Marks Beginning of Successful 
Struggle with High Cost 
of Living. 


An importation of Exmoor horn sheep, the 
first to be shown at the Internatiénal Live 
Stock exposition, will mark, it is hoped, the 
beginning of a successful struggle with the 
high cost of wool and mutton within the bor- 
ders of the United States. The initial ex- 
hibit of this breed at the exposition is the 
property of Francis S. Peabody of Chicago. 
‘The Exmoor horn sheep isa native of the 
English counties of Devon and Somerset. 
For centuries it has been “ assimilating ” 
and thriving on land of the poorest agri- 
cultural growth, soil which exceeds in bar- 
renness the most unproductive sections of 
the mountainous west. 

On this unpromising land the Exmoor horn 
sheep has developed into one of the most 
valuable producers of thutton and wool in all 
England and Scotland. and representatives 
of the breed annually draw grand champion 
prizes at the royal shows of the kingdom. 


Mutton Tike Southdown. 

The mutton produced by the Exmoor horn 
sheep is said to be equal to that of the cele-_ 
brated Southdown, while at least double the 
amount of fine wool is sheared annually. 

Experiments already conducted in this 
country are said to have proved the Exmoor 
horn sheep has a greater future in the bar- 
ren districts of the United States and Can- 
ada than om its native heath, and its heavy 
importation may have a beneficial effect on 
the present high cost of flesh food and cloth- 
ing materia! in this country. 

The increased demand in the United States 
for mutton has resulted in increased sheep 
growing and of a different character than 
heret@fore. One reason for the larger Amer- 
ican appetite for mutton is the scarcity of 
cattle and consequent ascension of prices. 


Shropshire Continues Popular. 

The Shropshire continues the most popular 
breed in the United States at this time At 
one time, especially in the western states, 
the Shropshire was’grown only for its wool. 
Conditions have changed and now the sheep 
growers of the range country are seeking 
mutton as well as wool. With this in view 
they have crossed thelr Shropshires with the 
Spanish Merino, the result being better wool 
and mutton. This breed has the largest 


}representation at the show, and three col- 


leges—Kansas State Agricultural, Ohio State, 
and the University of Wisconsin—will be 
among the exhibiters. 

The Rambouillet is one of the combination 
breeds, being celebrated for both mutton and 
wool. Originally descended from the Span- 
ish Merino, the Rambouillet became one of 
the leading French breeds and has found 
much favor in this country. The University 
of Wisconsin will present a good exhibit.

| The United States’ appreciation of the hog 


is growing annually. Today he is known in 
nearly every state as the “ -uortgage lifter.” 
Britain and other foreign cbuntries have 
long appreciated the value of swine. 

America’s demands have beep varied, some 
times being for the lard variety and at other 
times for the bacon hog. Canda has con- 
siatently favored the breeding of the bacon 
hog, but the Ameriean farmer is still Jooking 
for a breed thag is saleable at all times. 

The three favorite lard breeds are the 
Poland Chinas, ‘Duréc Jerseys, and Chester 
Whites, and they constitute among the larg- 
est classes on exhibition at this year’s In- 
ternational Live’ Stock show. 

The Duroc Jersey leads the lard class with 
227 entries, mainly from the corn states. 
The Poland China, the favorite in’ Hlinois, 
Indiana, and Iowa, has 134 entries, while the 
Chester Whites have 128, with Indiana head- 
ing the list. 

The bacon breeds present two of the largest 
exhibition of swine classes in the Hamp- 
shires, which lead the entire list with 281, 
and the Berkshires, with 20¢. 

Others in the bacon class are the York- 
shires, with 44 entries from Indiana and 
Ohio, and the Tamworths, with 40 from 
Michigan and Virginia. The graded and 
crossbred class embraces 112 entries. 


| EXPERT HERE FROM SCOTLAND 


TO OFFICIATE AT/STOCK SHOW. 


J. R. Campbell Comes from Across the 
Ocean to Judg» Grade Bullocks at the 
Big Internetional Exposition. 


The son of a Scotch stock farmer is judg- 
ing the grade and champion bullocks at the 
International Live Stock show this year. He 
is J. R. Campbell, of Shinness, Lairg, Suther- 
landshire. 

Like all his British predecessors at the big 
Chicago exposition Mr. Campbell has a long 
and successful record across the water. He 
declined the appointment of judge of Welsh 
and Highland cattle at this year’s Smith- 
field show, London, because of his accep- 
tance of the international’s invitation. For 
many years he has judged live stock at 
the most important shows in Great Brit- 
ain, including Smithfield, the Royal, and 
the Highland exhibitions. 

In 1882 the Duke of Sutherland appointed 
Mr. Campbell to manage his 22,000 acre 


estate at Lairg and for years much atten- 


tion was given to the breeding of Highland 
and crossbred cattle and Cheviot sheep. Ten 
years later Mr. Campbell obtained a lease 
on one of the duke’s farms in Sutherland- 
shire. He has been farming on his own ac- 


count at Shinnessa, operating altogether.

Mr. Campbell was distinguished as a 
breeder of Highland cattle at the fore- 
most British shows, but sold his herd. in 
1898 and since then has devoted most of his 
attention to the breeding of Shorthorn- 
Angus crossbreeds. He gays the calves find 
a ready market at seven to eight months at 
an average of $50 to $60.
